ANGER KILLS HERR KRUPP 


GERMAN GUNMAKER DIES A8 4 
RESULT OF SOCIALIST ATTACK. 


Wealthiest Man in Empire, Worth 
$125, „ Expires in a Fit of 
Apoplexy, Brought On, It Is Said,

Charging Him with Crimes—Hints 


et Sufcide Heard Among His 43,000 | 
‘Employes at Essen,

BERLIN, Nov. 22.— Frederick Alfred 
Krupp, the great gunmaker and the 
wealthiest man in Germany, died suddenly 
this afternoon at his villa at Huegel, near 
Essen, and there are hints of suicide. 

Krupp’s death is alleged to have re- 
sulted from apoplexy, brought om by anger 
over the recent articles in the Vorwiirts, 
a socialist newspaper, alleging that he had 
been expelled from the island of Capri on 
account of infamous practices, 

There are hints at suicide. 

Krupp was much excited over the attack 
of the newspaper and caused the police 
to seize the issue of the Vorwärts. Herr 
Krupp intended to bring actions for criminal 
libel, 


Intended to Go to Capri. 


Herr Krupp determined two days ago to 
return to the island of Capri, believing he 
could thus best refute the accusation that 
he had left there at the request of the Italian 
government. His private car had already 
been prepared, and his baggage, with fishing 
tackle, was aboard. He intended to start to- 
day. 

Herr Krupp, according to the story told 
at Lesen, had been ill for several days, and 
a report of his condition was telegraphed 
daily to his wife, who had been several 
months in Jena under medical treatment. 
Frau Krupp left Jena yesterday, ‘accom- 
panied by Prof. Binewanger. She will reach 
Essen early Sunday morning. 

According to the medica] reports, his 
physicians succeeded in restoring Herr 
Krupp to consciousness, but their patient 
soon relapsed into insensibility. He died at 
3 o'clock. In the meantime the directors 
of the Krupp works and Herr Krupp's so- 
licitors had been summoned. They held a 
consultation after his death and caused a 
bulletin announcing his demise to be posted 
at the works at 6 O' clock. 


Ask as to Suicide. 

At about noon rumors were in circulation” 
in Essen that Herr Krupp was dying, but the 
public had no accurate information regarding 
his condition until the great works which 
dominate the city and furnish employment to 
43,000 men were closed. 

The first question that everybody asked 
was: Did Herr Krupp commit suicide?”’ 

There seems to be no testimony to support 
this suggestion, the physicians in attendance 
resolutely asserting that the case was simply 
one of apoplexy. That considerable time 
elapsed after death before the news was an- 
nounced is taken by some persons to indicate 
that the cause of death is obscure. 


Think Published Story Caused Death. 


Friends of the dead man, who were aware 
of the great mental distress into which the 
recent publication in the Vorwaerts had 
thrown him, are confident that the charges 
contained in the story induced bis death. 

Herr Krupp’s villa, where he died, is sev- 
eral miles from Essen. The great gunmaker 
lived there in almost feudal fashion, and 
the place tonight is unapproachable, nobody 
beirg admitted within the gates except the 
police, the directors of the Kruppworks, and 
the undertakers and their aésistants. 

The officials and employés of the Krupp 
works yesterday called a public meeting for 
today with the object of expressing indig- 
nation at the charges made by the Vorwaerts. 
The meeting assembled this morning, but 
before a deputation could be appointed to 
convey to Herr Krupp expressions of loyalty 
and confidence t was learned that his con- 
dition was too strious for him to receive such 
a deputation. 


Emperor Sends Message of Condolence. 

Emperor William, upon learning of the 
death of Hegr Krupp, sent the following tele- 
gtam to the directors of the works at Essen: 

“The news of the unexpected death of 
Providence 
had placed Privy Councilor Krupp at the 
head of an fhaustry that has won a name 
far beyond the borders of the fatherland. 
He made it a life task not only to maintain, 


but to extend in a manner corresponding 
do his universal renown the work bequeathed 


to him by his gifted father. His name is 
intimately linked with the development of 
the iron industry, the manufacture of all 
kinds of arms and modern defenses and ship- 
building. In his solicitude for his employés 
he was unexcelled; he was a model for every 
one and Was animated by a spirit of loyalty 
and patriotism. 

Therefore, I feel most deeply, in company 
with his thousands of employés, the loss of 
one who was eyer a stanch and loyal sup- 
porter of the empire.“ 


Trustees to Operate Works, 

It is understood in Desen that the great 
works created by Herr Krupp will be placed 
in the hands of -trustees for the benefit of 

u Krupp, her daughters, and the collat* 
eral heirs. It is said the cousin of the de- 
ceased, Arthur Krupp of Berndorf, will be- 
come the head of the management. 

Dr. Tahl, Herr Krupp’s physician, says the 
first slight stroke of apoplexy was suffered 
by his patient yesterday evening. Ali the 
theaters in Essen are closed, and the public 
buildings are draped in mourning. The city 
council assembled immediately after the 
death announcement and adopted a resolu- 
tion expressing indignation at the injury in- 
flicted upon Herr Krupp before his death and 
of sympathy for his family. 

Frederick Alfred Krupp succeeded his 
father, Alfred Krupp, as head of the family 
and the great Industry at Essen, Germany. 
While engaged in making cannon and other 
munitions of war in one of the most warlike 
nations of the earth, Alfred Krupp, and, like 
him, his sons were lovers of peace. 


Employed 43,000 Men. 

Herr Krupp was the largest employer of 
labor in the world. Forty-three thousand 
men worked for him and each one was his 
friend. The great profits of the business 
brought comforts not alone to the owner. 
The laborers dwell in model houses,“ 


Schools, baths, ‘libraries, hospitals, and a 


pension system made them contented and 
Yaluable citizens of the empire. ; 

His wealth was estimated at $125,000,000 
and his annual income 510,000,000. 


„Golden Rule“ in Foundries. 

Philanthropy and the golden rule, which 
would abolish war if adopted throughout 
the world, prevail to a large extent in the 
Krupp foundries. The relations of employer 
and employé have never been unfriendly. 
Each worker feels he has an interest in the 
establishment, and the highest wages are 


paid. 
Refused to Accept Title. 

Among radicals and democrats Herr Krupp 
was known as the man who would not ac- 
cept a title. Among philanthropists he was 
known as the friend of wholesome condi- 
tions of life for the masses and as the triend 
‘of cotperation. In commercial circles he 
was known as the greatest employer of la- 
bor in the world. 


Wes Member of Reichstag. 

Herr Krupp was a member of the reichs- 
tag, but, Uke his father, he steadfastly re- 
fused to accept a title or decorations from 
the government. He stood as a citizen and 
business man, and did not aspire to vie with 
the aristocracy in their own honors. 

Krupp was a close friend of Emperor WIII- 
jam, who frequently visited him.

‘BOMB JARS POKER CROWD 


HUNDREDS HEAR EXPLOSION IN 
DOWNTOWN DISTRICT. 


Bellevue Club Is the Object of an At- 
tack Similar to These Made on 
Three Gambling Resorts Last 
Wednesday Afternoon, and Again 
the Police Fail te Make Any Arrests 


by Hotel Are Alarmed. 


An explosion that was heard for blocks 
in the downtown district occurred at 5:40 
o' elock yesterday afternoon in the rear of 
the Bellevue club, a gambling resort at 157 
South Clark street. 

While no one was seriously injured, the 
explosion caused a widespread scare and at- 
tracted hundreds of persons to the scene, It 
was the fourth similar occurrence of the 
week, and, as in the other cases, gambling 
houses were the objects of attack. 

The force of the explosion was outward, 
as the damage to the building was inconse- 
quential. The object apparently was to 
frighten the mémbers”’ of the chub, which 
is said to be owned by Tom Maginnis, a one- 
time partner of Jim O’ Leary. 

The police declare the explosions are the 
work of rival gamblers, but it was said by 
others that two constables who have failed 
in their efforts to hold up” the gambling 
houses may have been responsible for the 
attatks. 


Gamblers Terrorized; Girls Faint. 
Nearly every window in the rear of the 
building was blown in, and the gamblers 
were in a state of terror. Twelve girle em- 
ployed in the tailor shop of A. Antler, on 
the fourth floor of the building, felt the full 
force of the explosion, and when the broken 
glass from the windows fell in om them they 
were panic stricken. Two of them fainted, 

Guests of the Morrison hotel, the rear of 
which is close to the point of the explosion, 
fied from their rooms, and patrons of the 
Boston Oyster house started from their 
seats In alarm. 

At first the point of explosion was not 
clear to the hundreds who heard the noise. 
Half a dozen policemen ran from their 
nearby posts and searched ad jountng build- 
ings in vain, and it was not until the Belie- 
vue club was discovered that an explana- 
tion of the mystery was found. 

The “members” of the chub, although 
nearer to the explosion than any one else, 
made no complaint to the police, and it was 
only after some severe questioning that 
Manager Harrison would talk about the mat- 
ter at all. He declared he did not know who 
had set off the explosive, and could not un- 
derstand the object of the attack. 


Bomb Set in a Closet. 


corridor from the Bellevue club. It evident- 
ly was placed on the window sill, for the 
window and its casing, with a number of 
bricks, were blown out. The glass in the 
transom over the door was shattered, and 
in the next room A. Embrich, a tailor, was 
injured by the flying particles. ; 

Detectives Mullen, Quinn, and Spain, who 


were assigned to solve the mysteries attend- 


ing the former explosions, took up the in- 
vestigation, but were unable to learn any- 
thing definite as to the offenders. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that this 
explosion was caused by the same people 
who touched off the bombs in the other three 
places.“ said Detective Quinn. It is plain- 
ly a rival crowd that is trying to break up 
the business of these clubs. It is easy for a 
man to fill a bottle with gunpowder, attach 
a time fuse, place the thing, and get away 
before the explosion comes. The proprie- 
tors of the places have been unwilling to 
talk about the explosions, and without their 
aid it will be hard to catch the offenders. 

Lieutenant of Detectives McWeeney, who 
was a short distance away when the explo- 
sion occurred, made a personal investiga- 
tion, and later said: ; 

“I have an idea that I know who is guilty 
of these offenses and I hope to be able to 
catch him ‘ with the goods on him.’ These 
cases are hard to prove, but we will get him 
sooner or later. The man I suspect Is a dis- 
gruntled gambler.“

QUICK WORK; BIG LOOT. 


Steal Vehicle from in Front ot 
Masonie Temple While Col- 
lector Is in Branch 
Postoffice, 


A bold mall robbery was perpetratéd in the’ 
heart of the city’s business district last even- 
ing. The amount secured is estimated dye 
Postoffice Inspector Stuart and Postmaster} 
Coyne at 310,000. The booty consisted of! 
the proceeds from the afternoon's sale.of 
stamps at two branch offices and cash taken 
from registered mail. 

The robbery took place in front of the Ma- 
sonic temple, The thieves quietly jumped 
on the seat of a postoffice collector's wagon 
and drove away while the collector himeelf 
was making his collections in the tempie 
branch postoffice. 

The wagon contained the registered mafl 
and remittance pouches from the branch 
postoffices in the Stock Exchange bullding 
and the Crilly building at Dearborn and 
Monroe streets. 

Later the wagon and mail pouches were 
recovered in Kinzie street, near Rush. The 
pouches had been slit with a knife and the 
packages taken out and rifled. 


Boldest of Recent Crimes. 

The robbery was one of the boldest of re 
cent months and evidently was planned by 
persons who had exact knowledge of what 
was in the collector’s wagon and of the 
time the collections were made. ’ 

The robbers also apparently knew that the 
driver of the wagon remained less than three 
minutes away from it while making his col- 
leotton in the Masonic temple, and they made 
the best of the time by driving rapidly and 
getting entirely awey from the vicinity 
without being observed. : 


Mail from Downtown District. 
Max Schnellbaum, driver of the wagon that 
was seized, is known as the collector for the 
downtown branch postoffices. He makes 
trips at regular intervals of the day, visiting 
the branches in the Maganic temple, the

Crilly buildings, and gathering up proceeds 
from the sale of stamps, as well as the regis- 
tered mail. 

As the Masonic temple is nearest the gens 
eral postoffice, it has been his custom te 
make his last call at that branch. The rob- 
bers knew enough to know that they would 
get at least two valuable pouches if they 
waited until the collector arrived at the tem- 
ple. 


Collects Mail in Temple. 

When Schnelibaum reached the Temple 
building last evening it was 6:40 o'clock. He 
saw nothing about the front of the big 
building that was unusual, and he does not 
recomect that anybody was watching him, 

He entered the building, went to the branch 


postoffice, which is located on the first floor, 


and signed a receipt for the pouch containing 
a large lot of registered mail and $2,300 in 
cash remittances. 


Finds His Wagon Gone. 

When the collector went out of the bulld- 
ing he saw to his astonishment that his 
wagon had disappeared, 

Schnellbaum at once ran to the general 
postoffice, three blocks away, and reported 
the loss of his wagon containing the two 
pouches collected at the Stock Exchange 
and Crilly branches. 

Inspector Stuart and half a dozen of his 
subordinate inspectors were in the office at 
the time, and they were duly impressed with. 
the fact that the boldmess and neatness of 
the robbery, happen almost under their 
own eyes, had rarely been exceeded. 


The city detective department was at once : 


notified and all police stations were in- 
formed that a robbery had been committed, 
Patrolmen on post were ordered to look out 
for the stolen wagon. 

Ten inspectors from the general postoffice. 
were detailed to search for the wagon, but 
their efforts were without success. 


Looted Wagon Recovered. 

At 9:30 o'clock Mail Collector Carver, 
whose post ie north of the river and east | 
of Rush street, happened on the missing 
wagon in front of the Kirk Soap factory. | 
The horse had been hitched, and was stand 
ing quietly in the gloom of the dark regton. 

Carver at ones notified Inspector Stuart, 
and a search of the premises near there re- 
sulted in the discovery of the two mail) 


pouches, and all of the registered packages 


they had contained. The rifled pouches were; 
lying by the curbstone in front of the soup 
works, 


Pouches Cut with a Knife. 

The robbers had slashed both the outer and 
inner pouches with a knife and poured their 
contents on the ground. Selecting the pack- 
ages that looked most valuable and the small 
pouches containing the cash receipts, they 
threw the emptied registered packages into 
the gutter and made away with the actual 
booty. 

So far as the detectives were able to learn 
last night the robbers were not seen by any 
person either while they were waiting for 
the collector tu drive up to the Masonic tem- 
ple or after they secured possession of the, 
wagon, 

Inspector Stuart is positive there were at 
least two men actively concerned in the rob- 
bery and that they knew all about the sys- 
tem of postoffice collections. 


Same Driver Robbed Before. 

Collector Schnelibaum was questioned 
Glosely by Inspector Stuart, but he could 
throw no further light on the plans of the 
robbers. It developed last night that three 
months ago his wagon was robbed in the 
same way of one pouch, which had been se- 
cured at the Stock Exchange branch post- 
office 


On that earlier occasion the thief worked 
alone, and is said to have worn a gray uni- 
form and a cap something like a mail car- 
riers. He had a key that fitted the door of 
the wagon, and while Schnelibaum war ‘rcife 
making his collections at the Masonic tem- 
mnie branch, he opened the wagon door, de- 


cured the one pouch that had been collected 
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at the Stock Exchange, and escaped from 
the vicinity. 

At that time it was suggested chat one 
man accompany the collector's wagon as a 
guard, but the fact of the robbery was sup- 
pressed by Postoffice Inspector Stuart. The 
Pian to place an extra man on the wagon 


Was dropped. 


Robbers Work in Haste. 


As soon as the rifled pouches were recov- | 


ered they were taken to Inspector Stuart’s 


Office with the registered packages that had . 


been thrown on the ground as of no value. 

It was seen at once that the robbers had 
worked with great haete. They apparently 
had used a large bladed and keen knife. The 
tong slits in the canvas were not haggled nor 
Tough edged. The slit made in the outer 
pouch was three feet long and was perfectly 
clean and straight. ' 

The second class registered mail was col- 
lected and it is believed not one package is 
missing. Several packages had been torn 
open and the contents discarded. One of the 
broken packages contained $60 worth of 
women’s k undercilothing. 


Reject a Silver Watch. 

Another ‘contained two natural hair 
“eswitches’’ of a luxuriant brown shade. 
Still another contained a silver watch. The 
thieves had opened the package far enough 
to see that it was a silver watch and then 
had abandoned it. 

Inspector Stuart summoned Supts. Me- 
Comb of the Stock Exthange branch and 
Reutter of the Crilly branch, who submitted 
reports of the day’s business. Clerks were 
at once detailed to check up the reports 
with the packages recovered and to ascer- 
tain just. how many were missing and the 
value of them. 

The work required several hours, and the 
exact result could not be given out, although 
the total of $10,000 in cash was considered 
@ conservative estimate of the cash loss, 
counting both branch office receipts and 
first class registered parcels. 


Puzzles Inspector Stuart. 
Inspector Stuart wes wholly at a loss for 


n clew to the robbers, and so far as the 


night's developments were concerned the 
theft gave promise of joining the “ unsolved 
mystery class in which the great $75,000 


Stamp robbery still leads and which con- 


tinues to puzzle the local postoffice sleuths. 

“There were certainly not less than two 
men concerned in the affair of tonight,“ said 
Inspector Stuart, and they knew accuraiely 
what course to pursue. They knew the Ma- 
Sonic temple branch was the last one visited 
before turning in ait the general office. 

“They also knew that the quickest way 
to open a mail pouch was to cut it open and 
they knew enough not to waste time in ex- 
@mining registered packages. They wanted 
the letters with money in thém and the re- 
mittance pouches." 

Saw Wagon Crossing 

The policeman who was on duty at the 
Rush street bridge says that less than five 
minutes after the robbery, he saw a postoffice 
Wagon going over the bridge on a gallop. 
Thinking it was a runaway, he at once tele- 
phoned to his Station, that a lookout might 
be kept for it. The wagon disappeared up 
Rush street, and there was no further 
thought given to it until the north side col- 
lector found it near the Kirk factory. 

The bridge policeman took no note of the 
man or men ir the wagon and, as no one 
was found who actually saw the robbers as 
they were driving away, there is little infor- 
mation in possession of the postoffice author- 
ities that will be of value in apprehending the 
thieves. 


Coyne Wants Wagon Guards. 


When seen at his home last night Post-. 
master Coyne said: 


“TI was notified of the robbery at my home 


“there about 9 o’clock. It is true no exact 
| figures can be given at this time regarding 
the remittances from these two branch of- 


fices, but my recollection is that it amounts 


| Jo about $5,000 for the afternoon.” 


Do you believe the government should 
furnish a guard for these collector's wag- 


ons? the postmaster was asked. 


“Yes, and I so recommended after the 


robbery last summer. But I have never re- 


céived authority to supply such guards, and 
therefore could not put them on. Trains are 
robbed almost every day and no extra guards 
are placed on them. *I suppose the Washing- 


ton officials see and hear these things as 
well as we who have the actual experience 
with robbers.”

“Is all possible protection afforded with 


| the means at your command?’ 


“ Yes—you see this robbery could not have 
been committed at any other branch. The 
Masonic temple branch is peculiarly situated. 


It is the only one where the wagon driver 
i compelied to go out of sight of his wagon 


to collect the pouches. At the temple 


| Branch the pouch must be carried out of the 


office and through a corridor to the street 

At the other branches the clerk in the 
office may leave the-office and carry the 
pouch to the front door, where he meets the 
Wagon driver. In this way the wagon driver 
Goes not lose sight of his wagon and the 
clerk is not out of sight of his office. One 
can readily see now why the robbers selected 
the Masonic temple branch as the point of at- 
tack.” 


POSTAL AGENT IS ARRESTED. 


San Francisco Druggist Attempts Sui- 
tide When He Finds Federal Au- 
thorities Want Him. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 22.—Charles H. 
Royer, a druggist, has been arrested by &e- 
tectives of the postal department. In con- 
mection with his drug business Royer had 
charge of a subpostoffice, and he is said to 
be short in his accounts with the govern- 
ment to the extent of $1,400. Before the 
arrest was made Royer attempted to com- 
mit suicide by taking carbolic acid. It is 
‘alleged that he admits the shortage, saying 
that he paid the money to creditors, but in- 
tended to replace it soqn.

ORAIN BANDITS’ HAUL BIG 


BOOTY IN ROCK ISLAND HOLDUP 
BELIEVED $20,000. 
Bloodhounds Are on Trail of Robbers, 
bat Posses, with Combined Assist- 
ance of the Police Force of Two 
Cities, So Far Have Hunted in Vain 
—Two Arrests of Suspects Made, but 
There Is No Proof Against Either— 

Affair Boldest on 


Davenport, .Ia:, Nov. 22.—[Special.]—The 
five masked robbers who held up west- 
bound express train No. 11 on the Rock Is- 
land, inside the city UHmits, at midnight, cut 
off the Express car, wrecked it with dyna- 
mite, and looted thesafes, have so far made 
good their escape. Scores of policemen and 
a pack of bloodhounds -are scouring the 
country. 

The officers in charge of the bloodhounds 
reported tonight that they had succeeded 
in picking up a trail, and were following the 
trail of the five robbers. The hounds took a 
scent now being followed near the scene of 
the ‘robbery. They went to a farm from 
which a wagon was stolen, and then traced 
the rig to Jamestown. The dogs were then 
hauled to Blue Grass, where they again took 
the scent, and are now working north. ~~ 

The amount secured by the robbere was 
large, but the United States Express com- 
pany refuses to give out figures. One offl- 
cial of the company, who knows the amount 
usually carried on the train, declares the 
loss will be over $20,000 in money and jew- 
elry. It is known that @ large amount of 
money and jewelry consigned to Omaha 
and Denver was put in the safe in this city. 
Davenport express company officials esti- 
mate the loss at $4,000. i 


Police Make Two Arrests. 

The police here have arrested Richard E. 
Ridley and Luther D. Hayward, strangers, on 
suspicion. 

The holdup took place just inside the city 
limits of Davenport, and Rock Island officials 
say it is the boldest affair that has ever taken 
place on this company’s lines. There was no 
one injured. 

The railroad and express companies have 
agreed to offer, on account of the robbery and 
delay to the United States mail, a large re- 
ward for the apprehension and conviction of 
the robbers. ; ** 


Part of Robber Gang on Train. 

The train left Chicago at 6:05 p. m. yester- 
day for Fort Worth, Tex., via Kansas City. 
It arrived in Davenport a few minutes late, 
and after the necessary switching proceeded 
westward. 

Two of the bandits boarded the train at 
the glucose works in West Davenport as 
passengers. 


Danger Signal to Stop Train. 

The train was stopped by a man display- 
ing a red light, using a switch lamp taken 
from the west switch of the yard in the 
vicinity for that purpose. 

The moment the train stopped the men 
‘on board ran forward: to the express car. 
Shots were fired to keep the passengers from 
leaving the coaches. . 

Five men compelled the engineer and fire- 
man to cut off the mail and express cars 
and run the two cars farthér west about one 
mile to Dale station, where they were run 
on the siding. 

Compel Trainmen to Aid. 

The engineer and fireman were then com- 
pelled at the point of revolvers to go to the 
express car and open the door. The baggage- 
man and expressman were taken from the 
cars to the engine and three men left to 
guard them and the engineer and fireman, 
while two blew open the Chicago safe of the 
United States Express company in the ex- 
press car. 

Small charges of dynamite were used the 
two first times. In. the third attempt a 
large quantity was used and it made a great 
explosion. It was heard for miles. 

All the contents of the safe were taken, the 
roof and side of the baggage and express car 
were badly damaged, about twenty feet of 
the roof being entirely blown off. 

The robbers soon secured the money they 
were after. Their last move was to make 
the engineer get on the engine and com- 
mand him to go six miles down the track 
with it. They told the engineer he would 
be watched and unless he obeyed orders 
they would blow up the engine with dyna- 
mite. Just as soon as the engine was well 
under way down the track the robbers left 
on the run. They ran into a strip of woods 
near the river, there crossed a corn fleld. 
There the trail was lost. 

Robbers All Wear Masks. 

The men engaged in this robbery all wore 
masks, dark clothes, and slouch hats, and 
kept in the dark as much as possible, so from 
that cause, and owing to the excitement, the 
employés are unable to give any description 
of the men except that one was a tall, slen- 
der, raw boned man, possibly 6 feet tall, and 
three were medium sized, heavy men, and 
one was a short, heavy man. | 


Police Take Up Chase. 

Within half an hour after the robbery was 
completed the alarm had been raised in 
Davenport and Rock Island, and big sqnads 
of police from both cities took up the chase. 

The entire police forces of Davenport and 
Rock Island took up the trail of the robbers 
with bloodhounds, and the capture of some 
of them is expected within the next twenty- 
four hours. Telegraph méssages giving a 
general description of several of the robbers 
were sent broadcast. throughout this state 
and Missouri. The authrr‘ties of a hundred 
towns in this state and Maissouri are now on 
the lookout for suspicious characters. 


Men supposed to be the train robbers stole 
| 


a team and wagon from William Rohmer, 
whose farm was reached by a mile tramp 
through heavy timber. The robbers drove 
northwest on a run, and nearly daylight 
passed a farmhouse three or four miles away 
from the scene of the robbery. The farmer's 
description tallies with that of the trainmen. 


New Bloodhounds on Trail, 

T. W. Hoffmire arrived here this afternoon 
from Knoxville, Ia., with a pack of blood- 
hounds, reported to be noted thief catchers. 
They immediately went to the scene of last 


| night's holdup and were put on the trail of 


the robbers. The police at Muscatine think 
they had the gang in jail there a couple of 
weeks ago. Other parties report seeing them 
in the neighborhood of the scene of the rob- 
bery during the last day or two. 


May Be on Island. 
It is delieved likely that the robbers had 
a boat in waiting and took their plunder 
down the Mississippi river to some lonely 
island, after the true fashion of robbers in 
fiction. 

“This avenue of escape would be the 
safest for them. said one of the officers in 
the pursuit. “It would balk any attempt 
that might be made to trail them to their 
lair with bloodhounds.“ 


Police View of Robbery. 

The local police say that this is one of the 
most daring train robberies since the depre- 
dations of the James-Younger gang

Big Reward for the Robbers. 


General officers of the Rock Island railway 
and of the United States Express company 
decided during the day to offer a large re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction of the 
Davenport train robbefs. Owing to the ab- 
sence of the general manager of the ex- 
press company the amount of the reward was 
not determined on, but it probably will be 
announced today. General Agent Wygant 
said the reward probably would exceed 
$2,000 for each robber. 0 

General Manager C. A. Goodnow of the Rock 
Island said the robbery was the boldest in 
the history of that company. He gave @ 
statement of the affair, which concluded 
with the promise that the railroad and ex- 
press companies will offer on account of 
this robbery and delay to the United States 
mail a large reward for the apprehension and 
conviction of the robbers.“ 

When .the news of the robbery reached the 
offices of the United States Express com- 
pany in Chicago detectives were sent on the 
first train to the scene of the holdup to 
join in the hunt for the robbers. Secret 
service represertatives of the company who 
were absent from the city were ordered to go 
to Davenport as quickly as possible. Special 
Agent Elbert Eddy will have charge qt the 
search for the present. 

General Agent Wygant said the company’s 
actual money loss would be less than $1,000. 

lt the robbers expected to make & heavy 
haul they were disappointed,” he asserted. 
“It was one of the lightest nights in the 
history of the company. From the informa- 
tion we have at hand there were only four 
packages of value in the safe, and the sums 
contained in these were small. 
bery was daring and seems to have been 
carried out by men who understand how to 
crack safes."’ 

The safe was carried in a combination car 
in which both Express Messenger Frank 
Gregory, T27 Marion street, Oak Park, and 
Baggageman A. McClure, 9918 Grove street, 
Morgan Park, traveled. The contents of 
the safe were protected by a time lock, the 
safe being opened only at junction poigts. 
Ordinarily westbound money packages are 
placed in this safe, so it is believed, by many 
that there was more than $1,000 in it, de- 
spite Mr. Wygant’s optimistic view.

“Fixing” Profits. 


Attorney Wing Makes a Deter- 
‘mined Effort to Impeach 
Capt. Williams. 


Luke Wheeler supplied another sensation 
in the trial of James H. Gormley yesterday 


by indirectly implicating John W. Becker, 


chief clerk in the county treagurer’s office, 
in the conspiracy to defraud the county of 
the Masonic temple taxes. Quoting the lan- 
guage of Peter Storm, Becker’s chief assist- 
ant, who committed suicide on Sept. 11, 
Wheeler designated Becker as the man who 
Storm said had control of the division of the 
$15,000 remaining of the $20,000 which Capt. 
Williams had paid for fixing ’’ the taxes. 

The defense, through Attorney Wing, fur- 
nished still another surprise by persistent 
efforts to prove by Williams that Attorney 
William C. Asay, and not Storm, was pres- 
ent when Capt. Williams paid over the 
20 , and that Attorney Miles J. Dévine, 
who was Wheeler’s lawyer during his re- 
cent trial, had full knowledge of the trans- 
action at the time it took place. Mr. Wing’s 
efforts failed, Judge Horton refusing to per- 
. 8 to answer the questions on this 
point. 


Asks How $20,000 Was Divided. 

Wheeler escaped from the witness stand 
early in the afternoon session, ‘after Mr. 
Wing had made him repeat for the secorM 
time all the circumstances attending the 
payment of the money with the object of 
ascertaining how it was divided. In this Mr. 
Wing failed, as Wheeler declared he only 
know of Capt. Williams getting $3,000 and of 
the $1,000 he received himself. By follow- 
ing up this line of questions, however, Mr. 
Wing brought out the reference to Chief 
+ wy Becker of the county treasurer’s of- 


Wheeler told of getting $1,000 from Peter 
Storm in the Sherman house with the pront- 
ise of the additional $500 after dinner that 
evening. Two days elapsed after that, 
Wheeler said, and then he insisted on get- 
ting his share of the money. He made an 
appointment to take luncheon with Storm, 
and Mr. Wing wanted to know what took 
place on that occasion, 

“I asked him for the balance of the 
money.“ said Wheeler. He said he could 
not.give it to me, as the matter was not fixed 
yet. I then told him it was queer that so 
much fixing was necessary and demanded to 
known what fixing was necessary and with 
whom.” 
dis he say?“ 


“Fixed with Chief Clerk.“ 


ne He said that is was being fixed with the 
chief clerk of the county treasurer’s office 
and that he was not sure of getting my 
$500 or an equal amount of his own, as 
that had been drawn on to make up the 
$3,000 that went to Williams. I accused 
him of holding out the money and he as- 
sured me he did not—that he, too, had hdd 
$500 held out for the same reason. I said 
I would insist upon having mine, and he 
said he would take up the matter. I wanted 
to make an appointment for that afternoon, 
but he insisted upon making it the follow- 
ing day. This interview took place in Kohl- 
saat's restaurant, and Storm told me he 


hoped never to leave the building alive if he 


was not telling the truth.“ N 

A series of questions by Mr. Wing along 
the same line brought from Mr. Barnes the 
question: Are you trying Peter Storm, the 
dead man? 

Mr. Wing—I am trying. to exonerate the 
dead man and prove this witness a liar, un- 
worthy of belief by any one anywhere. 


Judge Horton Checks Wing. 


Following was an objection by the state | 


to the further cross-examination of Wheeler 
on that particular line. : 

Isn't it material if we show that only 
one of these men was a thief—that it was 
not the dead man, but another man who 
witnessed the division? Isn't it proper for 
us to show that this whole story is a con- 
coction of falsehood and that this witness 
is seeking to throw the blame on my client 
as one of the conspirators?” argued Attorney 
Wing. 

“Your talk is an argument. The time is 
when the case has closed for that,’’ remarked 
Judge Horton. 

“T desire to except to the remarks of the 
court,” roared Attorney M. M. Gridley, 
Wings associate. 

“Tf I understand the matter,” said the 
court, “ your question shows that there was 
a conspiracy, and that the dead man's con- 
versation is not competent, because the con- 
spiracy had been consummated.” 


Drags In Asay Again. 

% Yes, it is.“ argued Attorney Wing. We 
do not contend that there was not a con- 
spiracy, but we do contend it was not the one 
on trial. We contend that there wasa swin- 
dle; that instead of Storm it was Asay who 
was connected with it, and that Devine had 
something to do withit. Their plan was to 
hand Capt. Williams a gold brick. I can show 
that Storm was not there. I can show by this 
witness that Storm was not there—a man 
can't tell such a story about Peter Storm, the 
dead man, without telling a deliberate false- 
hood. I can show——’”’ 

Never mind.“ said the court, what you 
can show. Yourargument convinces methat 
the objection should be sustained.“ 

It must have been a pretty poor argu- 
ment, retorted Attorney Wing. 

Never mind that; we might as well set- 
tle all that right now,“ replied Judge Hor- 
ton. 


Book Marked Paid on April 23. 


It was revealed in the last part of 
Wheeler's testimony that he had seem the 
false entry of paid in the tax warrant 
showing that the Masonic temple taxes had 
been paid on the second day after Willlams 
paid him the $20,000. Mr. Wing handed the. 
book to Wheeler and asked him if he ever 
had seen it in the office of the county treas- 
urer. The witness said he had. 
„Did you see the page on which the Ma- 
sonic temple taxes were marked paid?’’ 

“Yes, sir; I saw the page on the second 
morning after April 21. when the money 
was pald, replied Wheeler. It was shown 
to me by Peter Storm.“ 

“Did you ever see that entry a second 
time? 

es, sir; Storm showed it to me a few 
days later when I asked him if the matter 
had been taken care of. He said it had, and 
offered to show me the entry in the book. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes asked 
Wheeler a few more questions of minor im- 
port, and then the wjtness was allowed to go. 
He gave a sigh of relief, for he had been 
under fire nearly two days. He still runs a 
chance of being recalled to the stand by the 
defense, 

Becker’s Reply to Wheeler. 

Relative to Wheeler’s repetition of an al- 
leged statement made to him by Storm, in 
which Storm involved the chief clerk as 
the distributer of the spoils, Chief Clerk John 


W. Becker of the county treasurer’s office 


said: 

“TI cannot believe that Peter Storm ever 
told such a lie to Luke Wheeler. My rec- 
ord during the sixteen years I have been in 
the county treasurer’s office ought to be a 
sufficient answer to the statement of a self- 
confessed thief upon a matter which he says 
he heard from a man whois dead. 

“I have been working a good part of two 
months with Mr. Deneen in an effort tolearn 
everything that could be learned about the 
Masonic temple tax matter and_everything 
that I have been able to find indicates that 
Wheeler's story that Storm received $16,000 
of the Maronic temple money is a faleehood, 
for when Storm died his property was mort- 
gaged and he left an estate of about $1,000. 
His death occurred Sept. 11. not five months 
after the Masonic temple money was paid, 
and as far as my investigation shows he did 
mot spend during that period any «rea*

Storm's Letter to Becker. 

Mr. Becker also showed a letter from 
Storm, dated June 9 last, several weeks after 
he had been removed from office. The letter 
is dated Dwight, III., and reads as follows: 

“My Dear Old Friend John: Only a few 
lines, John, to beg your pardon for all my 
wrongdoings and shortcomings while we 
were colaborers. Please forgive me. I ask 
you from the bottom of my heart. I have 
been here one week now, and after three 
more weeks I shall leave here a sober, honest, 
and indpstrious man, and from now on I 
shall look to the future with renewed hope 
of success. I may never again have the 
pleasure of working with you; John, there- 
fore I take this opportunity to thank you for 
all your kindness to me in the past and for 


all favors shown me. God bless you for it. 


Lou told my wife when she called on you 
that you were no friend of mine and that 
I did not have a friend in the office. Were 
you not a little hasty when you spoke thus? 
Ot course she came home heartbroken and 
made me feel terrible, John. I have never done 
anything intentionally to harm any one, at 
least not you, and I defy any one # prove 
that I by word or action have been anything 
but a true friend of yours at all times. I 
hope you will believe this, and I want you 
to remain my friend in the future as well as 
in the past. I must have you for a friend, 
John. ‘ 

With my best wishes for your future hap- 
piness, I am, your old friend, PETER. 
Please forgive me, John, and forget it 
ell.” 

Williams Back on the Stand. 


Capt. Williams made his final appearance 
on the witness stand later in the after- 
noon and confessed to signing more papers 
without being conversant with their con- 
tents. On ross examination he declared 
that he put his signature on two communi- 
cations addressed to the directors of the 
Masonic Fraternity Temple association, 
which exonerated the law firm of Thornton 
& Chancellor from suspicion that either of 
them witnessed the payment of the $20,000. 
When Attorney Wing read one of the com- 
munications, in which Attorney Asay was 
named as the man who witnessed the pay- 
ment of the taxes, Williams declared that he 
had signed both letters without reading 


them. 

I signed both of those letters,” Williams 
admitted, but I was so dazed and dis- 
tressed in mind that I did not take the trouble 
to read whdt was in them.” 7 

Mr. Wing tried to elicit from Wiliams td 
name of the lawyer who was mentioned in 
the other letter as having witnessed the pay- 
ment of the taxes. No name was given in 
the letter, and when Mr. Wing asked the wit- 
ness to tell what lawyer he meant, Williams 


anewered: . 
“I can’t tell what lawyer I had in mind at 


the time. 

„Wasn't it William C. Asay?” 

„It was not,” Williams replied, adding: 
„ don't recall who I was referring to.“ 


Trying to Impeach Williams, 

The defense made a determined effort to 
clear away all suspicion from Thornton & 
Chancellor by attacking the credibility of 
Williams. Mr. Wing stated that he recalled 
Williams for more cross-examination with 
the express purpose of impeaching him, and, 
in spite of the objections of Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnes and the rulings of the court, 
managed to more than half gain his point. 

Mr. Wing sought to prove that Williams 
had introduced a man named W. J. Field to 
Attorney Chancellor as a witness to the 
payment of the taxes soon after the ex- 
posure of the scandal in the newspapers. 
He also tried to gain an admission from 
Williams that he had taken Attorney Asay 
to the offices of Thornton & Chancellor, and 
introduced him as the second witness to the 
transaction. 

Did you not introduce Field to Chancellor 
as a witness to the payment of the taxes 
in the treasurer's office?”’ asked Mr. Wing. 

I introduced Field to one of the Chancel- 
lors, said Williams, but I don’t remember 
whether it was Justus or Phil Chancellor.” « 

Did not you and Asay visit the offices of 
Thornton & Chancellor, and in an interview 


did not you say, ‘I have brought Mr. Asay.} 


here as requested,’ and did not Mr. Chancel- 
lor explain to Mr. Asay that you had said 
Asay was present, and did not Asay tell 
Chancellor that you had stated the matter 
correctly? ”’ 

“I don’t recall the circumstances, was 
the reply. 

Defends Thornton & Chancellor. 


Mr. Wi was called down so hard by the 
court for following this line of examination 
that he offered an explanation. He said 
his questions were put for the purpose of 
showing that Thornton & Chancellor had 
been informed by Williams that Field and 
Asay were witnesses to the payment of the 
money, that Williams had presented both 
men to the lawyers as his witnesses, and 
that with this understanding the affidavits 
had been prepared which Williams had de- 
clared were false. It all amounted to a de- 
fense of Thornton & Chancellor. : 


Williams Explains the Letters. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes gave 
Capt. Willams an opportunity to explain 
why he signed the two letters addressed to 
the board of directors, after Attorney Wing 
had finished his cross examination, and the 
explanation fits closely with the statement 
made by Attorney Asay last night to Mr. 
Deneen. 

“Can you state further any reason you 
had for signing one or both of these papers? 
asked Mr. Barnes : 

I object to that question.“ said Attorney 
Wing, who was desirous of shutting off any 
inquiry into the subject. The court refused 
to sustain the objection. 1 

On the Thursday preceding my convic- 
tion, before the noon adjournment,” said 
Williams, ‘‘ Philip Chancellor came into the 
courtroom and said I was wanted at the or- 
fice of Mr. Thornton.“ : 


“I understand that Phil Chancellor is one h

of the firm of Thornton & Chancellor,“ in- 
quired the court. 

Les, he is connected with the firm.’”’ 

“Go on and tel the purpose for which you 
signed these papers, said Mr. Barnes, after 
the defense had interposed numerous ob- 
jections. 


To Aid Thornton & Chancellor. 


For the purpose of assisting Thornton 
& Chancellor to make a defense of them- 
selves and myself before the board of di- 
rectors,’’ said Williams. 

Who handed them to you to sign?’ 

“The short one was handed to me by 
Thornton, in their office, and the other one 
was handed to me by Mr. Chancellor at the 
Friday adjournment preceding the termina- 
tion of the trial at the Sherman house res- 
taurant.“ 

Both communications addressed to the di- 
rectors of the association over Willams’ sig- 
nature are dated Oct. 24. The one in which 
Attorney Asay’s name appears is the one 
which Mr. Thornton handed to Williams, and 
is as follows: 

“ Board of Directors Masonic Temple As- 
sociation—Gentlemen: I desire to say that 
all of fhe money paid to me by the association 
on’ the 18th day of April, 1902, was paid to 
the party who gave me a receipt for the taxes 
assessed upom the property of the Masonic 
temple for the year 1901, im the presence of 
and through the recommendation and advice 
of Mr. William G. Asay of Chicago, whom 
I have known as.a lawyer in good standing 
at the Chicago bar for more than fifteen 
years.“ 

It was pointed out by the prosecution that 
Mr. Asay’s name was incorrect as to the 
middle initial, and Attorney Wing explained 
that it was a clerical error. The other letter 
was the same in substance without Mr. 


Asay’s name appearing. 
, Asay May Startle Defense. 


If Attorney Asay is given an opportunity 
to testify in the case—and there is strong 
probability that he will—he js ready to swear 
to several things which the state expects will 
cause the defense much embarrassment. He 
told State’s Attorney Deneen last night how 
his name was dragged into the case, and 
accused Thornton & Chancellor of “ unpro- 
fessional conduct.“ to put it mildly. 

“On the day after Dr. Rush had exploded 
the defense by his testimony in the trial,“ 
said Mr. Asay, “I was asked by Mr. Chan- 
cellor to come to his office and see Mr. Thorn- 
ton. I went to their office, and found them 
beth present. Mr. Thornton opened the con- 
versation by saying that Williams was in 
great distress and wanted me to do him a 
favor. I asked Thornton what he meant. 

„Well, the directors are going to discharge 
Capt. Williams,’ said Thornton, ‘ because 
they have a suspicion that he took the money 
for the taxes himself, instead of paying it 
to the treasurer, Now,-in order to prevent 
him from being discharged, the captain wants 
you, as an old friend of his, to assure the 
directors that you know the money actually 

paid over to him.“ 

“I replied that there was only one man to 
whom I would make any such statement,” 
said Mr. Asay. and that was Mr. Gormley, 
president of the association, with whom I 
was well acquainted. Mr. Gormley had come 
into the office during the talk. I said to him: 
‘Mr. Gormley, they want me to assure you 
that Capt. Williams did not keep any part 
of that money, and I can do so without hesi- 
tancy.’ Mr. Gormley replied that he never 
had suspected Capt. Williams of taking any 
part of the money. 8 


Williams Not the Only One, 


1 continued by saying that I had been 
asked to tell him this because Capt. Williams 
was in danger of losing his position as man- 


ager of the Masonic temple. Mr. Gormley 


replied by saying that Thornton & Chancel- 
lor were also in danger of losing their posi- 
tions as attorneys for the association. 
„Capt. Wfiliams told me this evening that 
he never had requested Thornton & Chan- 
cellor to make any such request of me. I 
was able to assure Mr. Gormley that Will- 
lams had paid over the $20,000 for the taxes, 
because he had consulted me as his attorney 


right after the exposure in the newspapers 


and had told me the whole story. I also had 
learned from Miles J. Nevine, attorney for 
Luke Wheeler, enough to corroborate Will- 
story. 

J have refrained from say an thi 
about this case until now,“ — — 
“ believing I was net privileged to speak. 
But since I have been assailed in court I feel 
no obligation of sitence. If Iam summoned 
as a witness I may have other things to tell 
that will not be pleasant for Thornton & 
Chancellor to hear. They. have taken an un- 
warranted liberty with my name.“ 


Deny Storm Was Murdered. 


Rumors that Peter Storm may have been 
murdered on Sept. 11 at his home, 99 Le 
Moyne street, were denied both by Mrs. 
Storm and Chief Clerk Gahan of the cor- 
oner’s office. The story was started through 
the asking of a question in the trial of Gorm- 
ley involving the date on which Storm died. 
To decide the question positively Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes sent down to the 
coroner’s office for the records of the inquest. 
These showed that Storm killed himself on 
Sept. 11, and that the inquest was held the 
following day. 1 

“ The inquest was held by Deputy Coroner 
John Downey,“ said Chief Clerk Gahan. 
Downey had known Storm for years and 
expressed great surprise when he heard he 
was dead. He informed the coroner after- 
wards there was not the slightest room to 
doubt that Storm had taken his own lite. 
He was particularly cautious in making his 
inquiries because.he had known Storm and 
was anxious to see if there were any sus- 
picious circumstances surrounding his

: FOR COLOMBIAN 8 
Details of Treaty Agreed 1 
by the Government and 
Rebels Given Out. 


AMNESTY GRANTED ALI, 


With Public Order Restored Elen 
‘tions Will Be Held and Nec 
Congress Chosen. 


PANAMA, Colombia, Nov. 22.—Following 
is a synopsis of the treaty of peace 
on board the United States battleship a 
consin yesterday between Gen. Salazar, goy. 
ernor of Panama; Gen. Vasquez and Gen, 
Cobas, chief of Gen. Perdomo’s staff, rep- 
resenting the government, and Gens. Lueag 
and Caballero and Col. Euzbio Morales, rep. 
resenting Gen. Herrera, director of the an 
mies of Cauca and Panama. 5 

The first article declares that the govern. 
ment will immediately reéstablish publig 
order throughout the whole republic, ex. 
cepting in places where there are revyoly 
tionary forces unwilling to accept the treaty, 

The second article guarantees liberty for 
all political prisoners excepting those whe 
are unwilling to accept the treaty, The 
third provides that war taxes and eng 
dinary contributions shall be discontinued 
The fourth promises ample amnesty ang 
guarantees safety of person and property. 
for those who have been engaged iq tis 
revolution. 

Fixes Power of the Courts 

The fifth article fixes the judicial pos 
to decide the cases of revolutionists accused 
of common crimes. The sixth declares that 
the treaty embraces all revolutionist fore 
within or without the republic that wish c 
accept its terms. 

The seventh article declares that, as itis 
the wish of the president and the whole 
nation, once public order is restored ej 
tions will take place for members of con- 
gress, the government agreeing to see that 
those elected take their places lawfully. 
This clause names questions which will be 
proposed for the consideration of congress 


having reference to the Panama canal nego- 


tiations, the reforms presented to congress 
by President Marroquin, and the reform of 
the currency system, the amount received 
from canal contracts to be used as a basis 
for amortization. 


All Must Recognize Government. 

The eighth article provides that the armies 
of the provinces of Cauca and Panama shail 
recognize the authority of the goxernment, 
ae shall also those wishing te sture the 
benefit of the “terms of the treaty. The 
ninth provides that the revotutionists shall 
turn over to the government all the war ele- 
ments belonging to the armies of Cauca and 
Pamama, including their fleet, particularly 
the gunboat Padilla. 

Under the tenth article all the revolution- 
ist war elements, etc., will be turned over 
to government commissions. 

In the eleventh article the government 
agrees to aid members of the revolutionist 
army to return to their homes. 


Officers May Retain Arms. : 
According to the twelfth clause the chiefs 
and officers of the revolutionaryarmy wil! be 
allowed to keep their swords, revolvers, bag- 
gage, and flags, but they must return all 
government flags in their possession and 


The government, in the thirteenth article, 4 
promises to take care of all wounded and 


sick members of the revolutionary army. 
Under the fourteenth article, the treaty must 
be approved by Gens, Perdomo and Herrera, 


BRITAIN PLANS REPRISALS. 


Contemplates Joining with Germany — 


in Move Against Venezuela— . 
United States Silent. 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—Great Britain is conm- 
templating serious reprisals against Ver 
ezuela. The British government is acting 
with Germany in all matters gelating to the 
present state of affairs in Venezuela. 

Whether the contemplated action will take 
the form of a joint naval demonstration ac 
companied by or following the severance 
of diplomatic relations is a matter now 
being discussed in Berlin and London, 

There is reason to believe that the British 
govertiment has either been officially oF 
otherwise informed that the United States 
will not intervene in any demonstration hav- 
ing the object of protecting the property 
rights of British citizens or their interests 
in Venezuela. 


Monroe Doctrine Is Safe. 

The reports that Germany and Great Brit- 
ain have been urging Minister Bowen, at 
Caracas, to join in the combination are dis- 
credited here. It is pointed out that both 
Berlin and London have a thorough under- 
standing with Washington regarding the 
main features of the policy involved, which, 
it is maintained, in no way encroaches on 
the Monroe doctrine. 

The Venezuelan protest against the action 
of the British sloop of war Fantome in en- 
tering the Orinoco river in spite of the block - 
ade has now been received by the British 
foreign office, but it is only one of many 
which have: been coming in for the last 
month. The foreign office views this and 
the others merely as an endeavor on the,”

While Canada has worked systematically 
and energetically within the last five years 
to secure the movement which it Is believed 
will come to a head the coming spring, it still 
remains a matter of wonder that it should 
have taken the dominion so long to discover 
what really was within its boundaries. 


Learn Resources in a Century. 

If the Canadians have, as government of- 
ficials claim they have, the basis of a new 
‘world’s power in their newly explored and, 
newly opened regions, why in the name of 
common sense did it take them a century to 
find it out? 

One answer is that the Hudson Bay com- 
pany deliberately held back the settlement 
of these regions by spreading erroneous re- 
ports concerning the climate and soll of 
the districts. This is claimed with regard 
to New Ontario. The country with its fur 
animals was the basis of the company’s pros- 
perity and settlers were not wanted. There 
were no railroads into the region—there are 
few, if any, now—and the word of the trapper 
was authority with the Canadians. 

“It would take two acres of land to sus- 
tain a rabbit,“ was the report the trappers 
brought of some of the land. 

It's not a question how deep thre ground 
freezes but how far down it can thaw out,” 
was another statement. 

Tou can’t raise anything but trouble,“ 
they said, and the Canadians believed them. 
Since that time they have changed their 
maps. Canada as mapped before could not 
be recognized as the Canada of today. 

Today there are no people on earth so con- 
fident of national success as the Canadians. 
An American may think that his country 
does the “spread eagle with great suc- 
cess, but he should listen to a Canadian. 
The son of the dominion will grant every- 
thing the American chooses to say con- 
cerning the states. Then he will explain how 
immeasurably better, richer, bigger, and 


stronger Canada is. 


Wot Discovered Until 1898, 


Canada was not discovered until about 1898, 
Gespite a few historical illusions to Quebec 
and Montreal. The Canadians seem to have 
awakened suddenly and to have found it at 
their door steps. Now they have the gran- 
ary of the world.“ Canada is a “ young 
giant, stalking forward with tremendous 
strides.” The Canadians intend to people 
the deserts and make the mountains rejoice. 

It is a natural conjecture to wonder what 
the result will beif they succeed. They are 
almost American now. There is a trouble- 
some boundary line Which proves vexatious 
at times, but once across that and one might 
as well be in the states. You get bad coffee 
and the men To out of the theater to smoke 
pipes in the foyer. The streets are a little 
cleaner and better policed. You have to buy 
Canadian stage stamps and you hear a 
mixture of cockney English, Scotch, and 
French once in a while.. Otherwise you are 
in the states. 

If the two peoples are so closely allied al- 
ready, it is natural to wonder what they will 
be after the influx of half a million American 
farmérs. An American can be excused for 
thinking, despite the declarations of the Can- 
adians, that a strong sentiment for actual 
unity with the states will be the result. That 
assumes that the United States wants Can- 
ada, which is another story. 


Strong Sentiment for Union. 

But there is strong reason to believe that 
with increased American population there 
will be increased demand for the dropping 
of restrictions in the intercourse of the two 
countries, re be accomplished to a 

U degree oniy by union, 

The Canadians may be mistaken. They 
may be building on false hopes. Experi- 
ments may prove, to the cost of the colonists, 
that the first idea concerning the northern 
lands of the dominion was correct. They 
may not be of a character to sustain life at 
ite best. This will not prove the case with 
the regions which are being settled now. 
That seems established beyond all doubt. 
The vast districts yet to be opened up, yet 
to be tapped by railroads, may prove unin- 
habitable. If so, the loss will not fall so 
heavily on the federal government as on the 
provincial government of Ontario. 

It is new Ontario that is in the greatest 
doubt, although not in the mind of the pro- 
vincial officials. Even there, settlement in 
the lower portions seems to be an assured 
success, and the same results are claimed 
as inevitable for the great tract of northern 
Has Choice of Two Fathers.

| Levies for Debt Impossible. 

For the protection of the colonist the gov- 
ernment has made it impossible for his farm, 
his equipment, or his household furniture to 
be levied against for debt. Until he has 
taken out his. patent—until he has lived on 
his grant three years and has become a 


British citizen—he cannot mortgage his 
farm. After the title is his he may mortgage 


it and it may pass out of his hands in that | 


way, but none of his chattel property can 
be taken on a judgment. 

The railroad does not go to the length 
adopted by J. J. Hill when he was bullding 
up a colonizing road; President Hill used 
to sell his farmers their stock and their 
sewing machines. The Canadian Pacific 
shows its interest in its settlers in other 
ways. The road will make special rates to 
men who wish to import blooded animals 
to improve their stock, and in various ways 
it ministers to the the farmers who 
buy its land. 

Both the railroad and the government have 
to work together, as the immigration can 
proceed no faster than the railroad building. 

Professional men, c.erks, shop assistants, 
and the like are advised by the government 
to keep out of the northwest for tbe pres- 
ent unless they go with the prospect of cer- 
tain employment or are going to friends. 
Ministers are advised that the life of a cler- 
gyman in the new regions is one of distress, 
as he will find his congregations scattered 
over many miles, with no prospects of get- 
ting them together. 


Demand for Men on Farms. 


March, April, and May are the months 
when the immigrant is advised to enter the 
country. Then a young man with $25 can 
go to Winnipeg and find hundreds of ap- 
plications for help wanted by the farmers. 
Just at present is the bad time of the year 
for the colonists. They have little to do ex- 
cept care for their stock and need little or no 
labor. In addition to the demand for farm 
labor in the proper season there is a de- 
mand for men in railroad construction. With 
$500 an immigrant can homestead 160 acres 
of land at once, put up his dwelling, and be- 
gin cultivation. With $1,000 a man can begin 
life on his own farm with his family. 

Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, and As- 
siniboia are the four provinces into which 
immigration is pouring. The characteristics 
of all are similar. Grazing and grain raising 
will be the chief occupations of the settlers. 


Many parts of the four districts are es- 


pecially adapted to sheep raising. Woolen 
factories have been established, increasing 
the demand for wool. The cold rains and 


profitable occupation, but up to the present 
time the local demand has been 80 great 
that nothing can be shipped. 
Wheat ie king of course among the 
cereals, but 
the growing of the last being stimu- 
lated by the immigration of farmers from 
Minnesota and Dakota, where the industry 
has been highly developed. 


Fuel Problem Can Be Met. 

At present there is sufficient timber on most 
of the land for fuel, and coal mines are being 
developed by the government in certain por- 
tions, so that it is claimed that the fuel prob- 
lem will be met in the northwest. 

The climate has been the chief concern of 
the government officials—not so much the cli- 
mate itself as the popular idea of what the 
climate is. Their first arguments are usually 
directed along this line. They declare it 
healthy and free from epidemic diseases. 
They assert that it is “ the finest climate on 
the earth for constitutionally healthy peo- 
ple.” That the winters are especially enjoy- 
able is not claimed, but they have saved dis- 
patches from various sections of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, and North Dakota which are 
used for comparison with records of Mani- 
toba, Alberta, and Saskatchewan, to the ad- 
vantage of the latter. 

The wheat is said to be the best quality pro- 
duced on the continent, and the statements 
of Minneapolis millers are used to support 
this assertion. For it the claim is made that 
it will produce more loaves of bread to the 
barrel than any other. It is said to contain 
more gluten than other wheat, that it will 
make a more elastic dough, and produce a 
loaf of bread that is more nutritious than 
that produced by any other wheat. North- 
west Canada deals in nothing if not the su- 
perlative. 

As to the average yield of wheat to the 
acre, the figures differ. For some years and 
some sections the average is given as thirty 
bushels an acre. districts give twenty- 
five. and some fifty-five bushels. The cost of 
raising has been placed at $5 and $7 an acre 
and the profite at from $10 to $15 an acfe.

There is one feature in the development 
of this wheat raising and grazing country of 
the northwest which may produce curious 
results. It is much more easily reached from 
the states than it is from the settled portion 
of the dominion. Considerable of the busi- 
hess done between the old and the new 
portions of Canada goes by way of the 
United States. , 

Between the settled provinces of the east 
and the new districts of the west there is 
a range of country which some Canadians 
think never can be settled. North of Lake 
Superior are lands which promise to remain 
absolutely barren. Still farther north are the 
regions of spruce, which explorers have re- 
ported as being fit for cultivation after the 
timber has been cleared. 

Manitoba will be settled and developed 
‘long before this far northern land is under 
cultivation, if it ever is. The prospect is 
that Canada will be divided into two settled 
portions, one to the east and one to the 
west, between which there will be a region 
without settlement. 

This western region is being settled, and 
can be settled most easily, by Americans. 
It will have easier and readier communica- 
tion with the United States than it can have 
with the dominion. Its residents, in addition 
to being Americans originally, will deal more 
with Americans than with Canadians. Such 
conditions, it would seem, would make sen- 
timent in the western part of Canada dit. 
ferent from that in the eastern. C. 8. R.

RUSSIANS WANT MAN RELEASED 
WHO KILLED AMERICAN. 


Cuar’s Subjects in Paris Believe the 


Death of Mrs. Ellen Gore Was 
Caused by Accident and Prisoner's 
Lawyer Will Ask That He Be Given 
Previsional Freedom—Authorities 
Will Resist the Move, Still Holding 
to Murder Theory. 


PARIS, Nov. 22.—Members of the Russian 
colony are becoming convinced that De 
Rydzewski did not kill Mrs. Ellen Gore pur- 
posely. Deputy Cruppi, attorney for the 
accused Russian, today announced that he 
would apply on Monday for the provisional 
release of the prisoner. 

The authorities are likely to resist this 
motion as they are not yet ready to accept 
the theory of accident. Consul General 
Gowdy also inclines against the accident 
theory, but the American officials will not 
take an active part in the prosecution. 


Doctor Tends to Accident Theory. 

Dr. Merlun, who first arrived upon the 
scene of the tragedy, has given out a state- 
ment which strengthens the advocates of 
the accident theory in their belief. He con- 
firms the assertion made by Dr. Socquot 
that the ball ranged upwards and concludes 
that the tragedy was the natural result of 
the weapon being discharged accidentally 
by a fall to the floor. , 

On the other hand, one of the American 
officials especially assigned to the case says 
his inspeotion of Mrs. Gore’s body showed 
that the direction of the bullet was almost 
parallel with the surface of the earth and 
that the point at which the ball emerged 
from the back of the head was hardly a 
half inch higher than the point at which it 
entered above the eye. This tends to 
strengthen murder theory. 8 


Friend of Mrs. Gore Explains. 


The mystery of the Gore case is explained 
by a friend of the woman inthis way: There 
is no doubt that friendship existed between 
Mrs. Gore and Rydzenski based on their com- 
mon musical tastes. They went to musical 
entertainments together and their friend- 
ship was shown in their last visit to the studio 
of Lassalle. 

The maid who took care of Rydzensk!'s 
apartments says that the day of the tragedy 
Rydzenski sent a telegram to Mrs. Gore, ask- 
ing her to call on him. The friend who ex- 
plains the circumstances says Mrs. Gore did 
not suspect anything wrong and acceded to 
the request. She trusted implicitly in his 
honesty of purpose, especially in view of 
their musical relations. When she arrived at 
the rooms Rydzensk! evidently ignored the 
freedom allowed to American women. Mrs. 
Gore became terror stricken and seized a 
revolver which was lying on a table with the 
idea of protecting herself. Then Rydzenski 
realized the situation and cooled down. He 
sought to wrest the revolver from Mrs. Gore 
and in the struggle it was discharged, with 
the result that the woman was killed.

TAKES BIL OF DRINK 


FRENCH SCIENTIST SEPARATES 
HEADACHES AND WINE. 

Dr. Pitoy Discovers Hilarious Micro- 
Organisms That Make All the 
Trouble and Promises to Preduce 
Beers and Whiskies That Cheer but 
Not Inebriate—Eliminates Alcohol 
by Perfect and Rapid Fermenta- 
tfon and Gives Temperance Drinks,

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The French scien 
Dr. Pitoy, in an article just published, ho 
out hopes that the difficulty of providing 
a satisfactory temperance drink has af 
last been solved, and this, not by a n 
beverage, but by a series of new drinks, 
every wine, beer, and spirit now used be- 
ing provided with a non-alcoholic under- 
study. 

It has hitherto been Accepted as a com- 
monplace that there is no fermentation with- 
out alcohol. From time immemorial, beers, 
wines, and liquors have undergone this 
process through the action of some sort 
of yeast, the effect of which has been to 
decompose sugar Or glucose into carbonic 
acid and alcohol. 

Dr. Pitoy set himself about to destroy 
this theory, and he now claims that he 
has discovered that the mysterious fermen- 
tations are the work of certain micre-or- 
ganisms which he has succeeded in isolat- 
ing and providing with a separate existence. 
This new birth, on being introduced into 
the liquid to be fermented, fattens and swells 
to the bursting point. The result is a sort 
of fireworks display induced by the absorp- 
tion of carbonic acid, each point of which, 
as it is thrown off, becoming in its turn an 
active cell. By this means the balls are 
kept rolfing, so to speak, till the process 
of exhaustion supervenes and fermentation 
is complete. 

It is claimed this method, instead of de- 
proportions of 
one part of carbonic acid to two of alcohol, 
as by the old proceeding, causes the latter 
two parts to assume the form of a non- 
alcoholic substance. It is therefore in- 
ferred that beers, wines, and liquors sub- 
mitted to the new fermentation will emerg 
as temperance beverages. .

For some months the French government 
has been endeavoring to negotiate a par- 
cels post convention with the United States. 
Ambassador Cambon communicated with 
Secretary Hay on this subject; advising him 
that France was ready to proceed with the 
negotiations. The French ambassador's 
communication was referred to the postoffice 
department and today Postmaster General 
Payne responded diplomatically that the 
department is not prepared to negotiate a 
treaty at’ present.“ 

Mr. Payne declined to give any reasons 


for the attitude of the government, but 


from another source 10 was learned there are 


‘several causes for this opposition. One is 


that most of the revenue derived from this 
business goes into the treasuries of foreign 
nations, and the United States government, 
it alleged, transports nearly all of this 
b at a loss. :

But the most potent opposition comes 
from the express companies of the United 
States. The extension of the parcels post 
system means a corresponding decrease in 
the volume of the business of those com- 
panies. For years they have bitterly fought

too late to interpose effective opposition. 

Some of the officials of the postoffice de- 
partment strongly favor the extension 
the service because, in their judgment, it 
would be beneficial to the people at large. 
But a majority of them are opposed to it 
because they do not desire to assume the 
responsibility of extending a system which 
will curtail the transactions of one of the 
largest con of the country by diverting. 
a large percentage of its business to the 
government, 

These views, together with the opposition 
of the express companies themselves, are 
really the chief causes for tle determina- 
tion of the government not to extend the 
service. Packages weighing eleven pounas 
could be mailed by the parcels post system, 
while domestic packages are limited to four 
pounds. 

This is a discrimination against the people 
of this country, in favor.of those of foreign 
countries, it is contended, and is urged 
against the parcels post. One strong point 
in favor of the system is that it increases 
the customs revenues of the United States. 
It enables persons livimg.abroad to send 
presents to friends in this country at a rea- 
sonable rate. This promotes business. 

All packages are sent to the custom house, 
appraised, and the value assessed and col- 


‘lected before the packages are delivered, 


thus expanding the customs revenues. his 
argument, however, is not important eno 
to offset the opposition.

„There will not be any trust legislation at 
the short session of congress,“ said Repre- 
sentative C. B. Landis of Indiana. “ We will 
have our hands full in taking care of the 
regular appropriation bills, and it will be 
impossible to take up any of the great ques- 
tiong now pending.

I do not believe in the sacred- 
ness of any tariff schedules, and it seems to 
me if there is a revision it will be in response 
to the popular demand, and not because any 
actual trade or commercial condition needs 
remedying. Our present prosperity was 
brought about by the Dingley tariff law. 
% Just lock at that commercial condition. 
In Indiana it is impossible to get workmen 
enough in any line ot industry. Farmers were 
compelled to pay 10 cents a shock fob har- 
vesting corn, and a man can cut fifty shocks 
a day. The railroads of the country are 200. 
000 cars short of an adequate supply to handle 
-the freight traffic of the country. One pipe 
manufactory in Ohio has been shut down for 
five months because it cannot secure enough 
cars to transport its products. The Pennsyl- 
vania raflroad fs simply freight gorged. 
Wages have gone up in every line, and there 


is plenty of work for every one. 


“The theory that a panic occurs once ev- 
ery ten years appears to have worked In the 
past, but our commercial condition has 
changed materially since that time. and to 
upset our prosperity a commercial! depression 
would have to start in many quarters and 
at the same time in order to reach sufficient 
proportions to paralyze our industries. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was a potent factor in the 
campaign. Even before he settled the coal 
strike he was recognized, and the people of 
the country were determined to give him a 
substantial recognition of their appreciation 
of his administration." 

President Roosevelt sent out today from 
the White house the announcement for offi-

Washington ts indulging in another coal 
famine scare, which apparently is justified. 
Little anthracite coal has come into Wash- 
ington since last spring, and but for a kindly 
Providence the capital would now be suffer- 
ing great distress.’ Local coal dealers seem 
not to know why they cannot get coal, but 
they are inclined to think the operators and 
railroad companies regard this as a southern 
city, where coal for fuel has not yet been 
needed and as a favored spot where 300,000 
persons can live on air without first cook- 
ing it. 

There has been no cool weather yet except 
a few days about the first of the month, and 
if a cold snap comes now there will necessari- 
ly be great distress, as the vast majority of 
the coal bins in the District of Columbia are 
empty. 

A few days after work was resumed in the 
dnthracite mines under the president's ar- 
bitration plan the local coal dealers thought 


they saw happy days ahead, and entered into. 


an agreement to furnish coal at $7.50 a ton 
‘until normal conditions should be reached. 
Now, however, they have felt compelled to 
break that agreement, and coal has gone 
back to $10 a ton to those who can get it, and 
to double that sum to those who cannot. 
Some of the public institutions, federal and 
municipal, have been able to get a small sup- 
ply of coal in response to arguments based 
on the needs of the public service. The offi- 
cials of the administration seem well sup- 
plied, some of them filling up their cellars 
from the supply on hand in the various de- 
partments, and in one way or another the 
really serious phase of the situation has been 
so far kept in the background. It is known 
now to be a fact, however, that comparative-

President Keller of the National Associa- 
tion of Letter Carriers is in deep water these 
days. The civil service commission is in- 
vestigating the charge that Mr. Keller ex- 
erted the influence of the letter carriers’ us» 
sociation in seeking to defeat Representative 
Loud of California for reélection to congress. 

It was intimated at the postoffice depart- 
ment today that the head of the carriers’ 


association will be called before the civil | 


service commission shortly to explain his 
case. Mr. Keller denies having aided in the 
defeat of Mr. Loud, but claims that went 
there for the purpose of assisting in Mr. 
Loud's reélection, 

During the campaign, when it was charged 
that Mr. Keller was seeking to defeat Mr.

acteristics, the sum of. virtues which we 
think of when we say that such and such a 


man or woman has good character. 


Practice More than Precept. 

“The development of character. Some- 
times you can develop it by a direct inculca- 
tion of mora, precept. A good deal more 
often you can’t. A good deal more often you 
have to develop it less by your precept than 
by your practice, and let it come as an inci- 
dent of associations. with you, as an incident 
to the general tone of the whole body, the 
tone which in the aggregate you all create. 
Now, isn’t that your experience, all ot you, 
in dealing with these children in the schools; 
in dealing with them in the family, in deal- 
ing with them in bodies anywhere? They 
are quick to take the tone of those to whom 
they look up, and if they don’t look up to you, 
you can preach virtue all you wish, the effect 
would be small. 

I have not come here to try to make any 
extended speech to you, but I shoujd hold 
myself a poor citizen if I did not welcome the 
chance to be here, to wish you godspeed in 
your work for yourselves, and to wish you 
godspeed in your work as representative of 
that great body upon the success of whose 
efforts to train aright the children of today 
depends the safety of our institutions of to- 
morrow.”

Let each one of us think of the affairs

In 1900 the issues were in part the same, 
but new ones had been added. Prosperity 
had returmed; the gold standard was as- 
sured; our tariff was remodeled on the lines 
that have marked it at all periods when our 
well being was greatest. But, as must often 
happen, the president, elected on certain 
issues, was obliged to face others entirely 
unforeseen. Rarely indeed have our greatest 
men made issues—they have shown their 
greatness by meeting them as they arose. 
President McKinley faced the problems of 
the Spanish war and those that followed it 
exactly as he faced the problems of our 
economic and financial needs. 

“As a sequel to the war with Spain we 
found ourselves in possession of the Philip- 
pines under circumstances which rendered 
it necessary to subdue. a formidable insur- 
rection, which made it impossible for us, with 
honor or with regard to the welfare of the 
islands, to withdraw therefrom. The occa- 
sion was seized by the opponents of the 
president for trying to raise a new issue, on 
which they hoped they might be more suc- 
cessful than on the old. The clamor raised 
against him was joined in not only by many 
honest men, who were led astray by a mis- 
taken view or imperfect knowledge of the 
facts, but by all who feared effort, who 
shrank from the rough work of endeavor. 


Issue of 1900 Met Squarely. 

“The campaign of 1900 had to be fought 
largely upon “the new issue thus raised. 
President McKinley met it squarely. Two 
years and elpht months ago, before his sec- 
ond nomination, he spoke as follows:

Peace and order now pre- 
vail and a greater measure of prosperity 
and of happiness than the Filipinos have 
hitherto ever known in all their dark ‘and 
checkered history, and each one of them has a 
greater measure of liberty, a greater chance 
of happinises,. and greater safety for his life 
and property than he or his forefathers 
have ever befor@known. 


Proud of the Last Six Years. 


“Thus we have met each task that has 
confronted us during the last six years. 
Thus we have kept every promise made in 
1896 and 1900. We have a right to be proud 
of the memories of the last-six years. But 
we must remember that each victory only 
opens the chance for a new struggle; that 
the remembrance of triumphs achieved in 
the past is of use chiefly if it spurs us to 
fresh effort in the present. 

No nation has ever prospered as we are 
prospering now, ahd we must see to it that 
by our own folly we do not mar this prosperi- 
ty. Yet we must see to it also that wherever 
wrong flourishes it be repressed. It is not 
the habit of our people to shirk issvfes, but 
squarely to face them. It is not the habit of 
our people to treat a good record in the past 
as anything but a reason for expecting an 
even better record in the present; and no 
administration, gentlemen, should be judged 
gave only or those lines. 

The tremendous growth of our industrial- 
{ism has brought to the front many problems 
with which we must deal; and I trust that 
we shall deal with them along the lines indi- 
cated in speech and in action by that pro- 
found jurist and upright and fearless public

Trust Question to Be Solved. 


“The question of the so-called trusts ig 
but one of the questions we must meet in 
connection with our industrial systém. 
There are many of them, and they are se- 
rious, but they can and will be met. Time 
may be needed for making the solution per- 
fect, but it is idle to tell this people that we 
have not the power to solve such a problem 
as that of exercising adequate supervision 
over the great industrial combinations of 
today. We have the power and we shall find 
out the way. We shall not act hastily or 
recklessly, but we have firmly made up our 
minds that a solution, and a right solution, 
shall be found, and found it will de. 

“No nation as great as ours can expect 
to escape the penalty of greatness, for great- 
ness does not come without trouble and labor, 
There are problems ahead of us at home 
and problems abroad, because such problems 
are incident to the working out of a great 
national career. We do not shrink from 
them. Scant is our patience with those who 
preach a gospel of craven weakness. No 
nation under the sun ever yet played a part 
worth playing if it feared its fate overmuch 
—if it did not have the courage to be great. 

We of America, we, the sons of a nation 
yet in the pride of its lusty youth, spurn the 
teachings of distrust, spurn the creed of 
‘failure and despair. We know that the 
future is ours if we have in us manhood to 
grasp it, and we enter new century gird- 
ing our loins for the co before us, re- 
joicing in the struggle, and resolute eo to 
bear ourselves that the nation’s great future 
shall even surpass her glorious past.“ 


‘Puts in a Busy Day. 
President Roosevelt, accompanied by sev- 
eral members of his cabinet, spent the entire 
afternoon and evening in this city.

Carrjages were in 
waiting and, escorted by the First City 
troop, Philadelphia City cavairy,.the party 
proceeded up Broad street to the school build- 
ing, which is six blocks from the station. 
The president wasmet by the entire student 
body, who. lined the corridors and stairways 
from the entrance of the building to assem- 
bly hall, each pupil bearing a small American 
flag. The audience arose as the president 
entered the hall, and amid the plaudits of the 
2,000 persons there assembled Mr. Roose- 
velt made his way down the main aisle to the 
platform. For fully five minutes he stogd 
facing the cheering assemblage before he 
could proceed with his speech. On the stage 
with the president were Mayor Ashbridge 
and other city officials, members of the board 
of public education, and the, faculty of the 
school. The audience was made up princi- 
pally of the alumni of the institution. 


Addresses High School Alumni. 


The president was introduced by Joel 
Cook, presiding officer, and said: 

„Ladies and Gentlemen: I am indeed glad 
to be here, and as I came up the stairs and 
through the corridors I felt as if I was at 
a football game. I am thoroughly convinced 
that the pupils of the high school are taught 
not only how eto work hard, but how to play 
hard; and it is a good thing to know, both 
lessons. Don't let the playing interfere 
with the work. Work hard, but while you 
play, play hard. . ) | 

„ am glad to have the chance of being 
present at the formal dedication of this new 
building—a building which in its manage- 
ment stands in line of succession to a series 
of buildings, themselves typifying in no 
small degree the extraordinary development 
of the public school system in the United 
States. It is some sixty-four years ago 
that this institution was first started under 
a.man of great eminence, alike in the work 
of pedagogy and in other fields—Prof. Bacht. 
At the time when it was started the public 
school system of the United States had be- 
come and was in the progress of the first 
development. 

“There are now in the city of Philadel- 
phia in attendance upon the public schools, 
including the night schools, some 170,000 
pupils and over 4,000 teachers, and the de- 
velopment: of the high schools, especially 
during the last half century, has been lit- 
erally phenomenal in its character. 

„Nothing like our present system of edu- 
cation was known in earlier times. No 
such system of popular education for th« 
people by representatives of the people ex- 
isted. It is, of course, a mere truism to 
say that the stability, the future welfare 
of our institutions, depends upon the grade 
of citizenship turned out from our public 
schools, 

„No body of public servants, no body of 
individuals associated in privte life, is bet- 
ter worth the admiration and respect of all 
who value citizenship at its true worth than 
the body composed by the teachers in the 
public schools throughout the length and 
breadth of this union. They have to deal 
with the citizenship in the raw, and to turn 
it out something like a finished product, and 
I think that all of us who have endeavored 
to deal with that citizenship in the raw in 
our homes appreciate the burden of respon- 
sibility. 

For Training of Character. 
The training given in the public must, of 
course, be not merely a training in intellect 
but a training in what counts for infinitely 
more than intellect—a training in character. 
And the chief factor in that training must 
be a personal equation of the people, the in- 
fluence exerted sometimes consciously, some- 
times unconsciously, by the man or woman 
who stands in so peculiar a relation to the 
boys and girls under his or her care—a rela- 
tion closer, and more intimate, and more 
vital in its after effects than any other rela- 
tion save that of parent and child. 
Wherever a burden of that kind is laid, 
those who carry it necessarily carry a great 
responsibility—there can be no greater—and 
scant should be our patience with a public 
school -teacher—I can go further than that 
scant should be our patience with any man 
or woman doing any bit of work worth doing 
who does not approach it in a spirit of sincere 
love for the work and of the desire to do*it 
well for the work's sake. 

“ Doubtless most of you remember the dis- 
tinction drawn by Ruskin between the two 
kinds of work, the work done for the sake of 
the fee and the work done for the sake of the 
work itself: Man or woman, in public or 
private life, whoever works only for the sake 
of reward which comes for the work, outside 
of the work will, in the long run, do poor 

I don’t care where the work is, the man or 


the woman 


come second to doing the best kind of work 
possible; and in your studies asin your sports 
here in school and afterwards in life, in do- 
ing your work in the great world, it is a safe 
plan to follow this rule (a rule that I heard 
preached once on the football fleld): 

Don't flinch, don't foul, and hit the line 
hard.’ 

At the conclusion of. the exercises the 
president and his party reéntered their car- 
riages and were driven to the home of former 
Postmaster General Smith, where luncheon 
was served. On the route to Mr. Smith's 
residefice the scenes of enthusiasm were re- 
peated. Later in the afternoon the president 
repaired to Mr. Stotesbury’s home, where he 
met many distinguished men. 


Exciting Scene in Street. 


Some excitement was caused just after 
President Roosevelt left the residence of 
former Postmaster General Smith for the 
reception at Mr. Stotesbury’s. The carriage 
containing the president and Secretary Cor- 
telyou had just started, flanked on either side 
by a squadron of the Philadelphia City troop. 
A secret service man was on the box of the 
carriage. The roped off sidewalks were 
packed on either side for several blocks. 

Suddenly as the president’s carriage ar- 
rived opposite a man pushed his way through 
the crowd, darted under the rope, and rushed 
straight for the carriage. The secret service 
man saw him coming and shouted to the 
police: Keep that man back.“ At the same 
time Secretary Cortelyou, who is ever alert 
‘upon such occasions, caught a glimpse of him 
and springing up leaned far over to protect 
the president from possible harm. 

The man got by the mounted guards, but as 
it turned out he meant no mischief. “ I only’ 
want to shake the president’s hand,.“ said he 
appealingly to Secretary Cortetyou, extend- 
ing an open palm. Secretary, Cortelyou 
thereupon sank back into his seat, and the 
president gave the man a friendly hand- 
shake. 

Meantime, the carriage had stopped and 
mounted police and troopers had formed a 
close cordon around it. But in the confusion 
a colored man had also reached the carriage. 
He grasped the president's hand and covered 
it with kisses. The excitement caused by the 
incident subsided in an instant, and the pro- 
cession proceeded. 

After a brief rest President Roosevelt was 
escorted to the Union league, arriving there 
at 6:30 o’clock, where he participated in the 


At the presi- 
dent’s table were seated the members of his 
party, Maj. Gen. John R. Brooke, Congress- 
man Dalzell, Gov. Stone of Pennsylvania, 
and Charles Emory Smith. 


Lodge Praises the President. 


United States Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
who also spoke, after paying a tribute to 
President Roosevelt and giving him the 
credit for the recent republican victories, 
took up the trust question. He told how the 
various consolidations of capital and labor 
were natural, and declared if the problem 
these combines presented was given over to 
extremistts there would be a crash that would 
shake the foundations of society.

JUDGH'S BOMB IN A SUIT 


HOLDOM STARTLES AN APPLI- 
CANT FOR DIVORCE. 


Halts I., H. Helmes and Introduces Ad- 
count of Proceedings in New York, 
Where Supreme Court Denounc 


the Man for Hiring Detective to In- 


duce His Wife to Elepe and Thus 
Give Him Grounds for Action— 
Takes Case Under Advisement. 


A sensation was sprung in a divorce case 
yesterday by Judge Holdom. Leslie H. 
Helmes, who is seeking freedom from his 
wife, had finished his testimony and was 
about to leave the stand when Judge Hol- 
dom stopped him. 

The judge produced a number of clippings 
from New York and Albany papers, dated 
June 26, 1898, in which accounts were given 
of previous divorce proctedings by Helmes 
against his wife in Albany, and read extracts 
from the opinion of Justice Clearwater of the 
Supreme court ef New York, in which the 
methods used by Helmes to trap his wife and 
get testimony against her were denounced. 

Mr. Helmes, did you ever bring an action 
for divorce against your wife, Urena Helmes, 
before? queried the judge. 

Tes, sir,“ replied Heimes, an expression 
of surprise spreading ovér his face at th 
question, 


Judge Startles Mr. Helmes. 

“ And did you ever see a copy of the New 
York World of June 26, 1898, in which the 
story of that attempt is given im detail?’ 
asked the judge. 

“ Yea, sir, I can explain that.“ Helmes 
hastened? to answer. She was paid $500 
for that article by the 

“JT did mot ask you about that; I simply 
asked whether you had seen that account. 
Is this it?’ and the judge handed a clipping 
to Helmes. Helmes said that k was, and 
Judge Holdom produced several other clip- 
Pings containing the story and one from 
an Albany paper containing a transcript 
of the opinion of Justice Clearwater. 

“Do you remember this part of the opin- 
fon of Justice Clearwater?“ asked Judge 
Holdom, reading the following: Procure- 
ment or connivance destroys all claim to le- 
gal redress, for it would be absurd to permit 
a man to be relieved from the result of an 
injury he was chiefly instrumental in caus- 
ing himself.“ 

Reads a Scathing Decision. 

Helmes admitted that he remembered it, 
as well as the following extract read by 
Judge Holdom: For a man to lay as this 
man did a trap for his wife is connivance 
of the most infamous sort. To permit so in- 
iquitous a conepiracy to succeed would be 
mo us, for it is evident that the court 
had been deceived, and imposed upon by 
methode not only base but hideously foul. 
The decree is vacated and the default set 
aside. 


By this finding of the New York Supreme 
court the decree af divorce which Helmes 
had against his wife was set aside, 
and he once more was a married man. 


Story of Suit That Failed. 

The story told in the clippings of the 
methods employed by Helmes to obtain evi- 
dence against his wife is in substance as 
follows: 

In 1806 Helmes left his wife, because, he 
said, he found that she was receiving the 
attentions of other men. Helmes employed 
a detective, George Emmerson, to go to 
Catskill, where Mrs. Helmes was living with 
her father, a Mr. Keeler. Emmerson ar- 
ranged to meet Keeler, and told him that 
he was in his som Newton Keeler's Sunday 
echool class. This story and the fact that 
Emmerson was a constant attendant at the 


village church won Keeler's respect and he: 


invited the detective to his house. 
Almost at once Emmerson began making 
love to Mrs. Helmes, it is stated, and finally 


induced her to go with him to Boston, where 


he said his mother lived. He told her that 
she could soon obtaim a divorce and that 
they would be married. 

Has Witnesses to Elopement.’’ 

Emmerson made arrangements that the 
records of the boat should show that they 
traveled as Mr. Gaylord and wife.” He 
also had Helmes and three witnesses on 
hand to see him and Mrs. Helmes on the 
boat. 

Two days later Mrs. Helmes was served 
with notice that a divorce suit had been be- 
gun against her in Albany. She at once 
consulted attorneys and filed an answer. 
Then Emmerson, by telling her that if she 
fought the case there would be much no- 
toriety, persuaded her to withdraw her 
answer. A default was taken and thedecree 
granted Helmes. 

Emmerson disappeared. but Mrs. Helmes 
hunted him down, secured a confeseton, and 
then took her case to the Supreme court, 
where the decree was set aside, as stated. 
She also was awarded $60 a month alimony. 
When the case was heard again the jury 
found neither party was guilty... 

In his Chicago case Helmes had one wit- 
ness. This witness said he had watched 
Mrs. Helmes and found that a young man 
was making love to her. Judge Holdom has 
reserved his decision in the mqgtter. He will 
deliver his opinion this week. 


Divorce Decree Is Set Aside. 


At Joliet yesterday Judge Dibell startled 
another applicant for divorce when he set 
aside the decree granted A. D. Edgeworth 
of Chicago last May on the ground that in 
the original affidavits obtaining the decree 
there were a number of misrepresentations.- 
In Mrs. Edgeworth’s answer, which was 
filed yesterday, she says that Edgeworth 
was not a resident of Will county at the 
time the divorce was granted, nor at any 
time after her marriage to him In 1896; that 
he began a course of cruel and inhuman 
treatment toward her; that she did not re- 
fuse to live with him at any time since the 
wedding; that she was forced from his home 
at 627 West Monroe street about Aug. 28, 
1897; and that Edgeworth put her belong- 
ings into an express wagon on that date and 
ordered them taken to the home of her 


daughter. 


CHECK BAD FIRE: LOSS $10,000

YALE IS VICTOR 


‘OVER HARVARD. 


New Haven Eleven Over- 
whelms Ancient Rivals 
by a Score of 23 to 0. 


VISITING TEAM WORN OUT | 
Capt. Kernan Leaves Game Ex- 


hausted by His Efforts; 
Losers Fumble Badly. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 22.— [Special. 
Yale won back its title to the American footy 
ball. championship, which it dropped i 
year to Harvard, by defeating its historic foo 
here today by a score of 23 to 0. 

This was one point better than that which 
the Cambridge players rolled up on Yale at 
Soldiers’ field a year ago. It was the most 
cherished ambition of the Yale crowd to bet- 
ter the score made in the crushing defeat ad- 
ministered last fall, and Capt. Chadwick 
achieved this ambition by the margin of 
just one point. 

It was dramatic justice, judged by Tale 


standards, that this year the Yale siatd | 


should be just as clean on the defensive side 
as was that of Harvard a year ago, and that 
not a single point should be scored against It. 

Both teams came within an ace of bettering 
their scores, Yale losing the ball when within 
striking distance of its’ opponents’ goal for 
a fifth touchdown because it was held on 
downs, and Capt. Kernan of Harvard falling 
after a magnificent try for a field goal from 
the Yale thirty-five yard line, 


, Metcalf’s Run a Feature. 


Yale made two of its touchdowns in each 
of the thirty-five minute halves, Capt. Chad- 
wick and Metcalf crossing the Harvard rush 
line in the first and Kinney and Hogan in the 
second half. i 

From the standpoint of individual play the 
feature of the game was the seventy-seven 
yard run of Metcalf, right half back for 
Yale. Taking the ball on the Yale thirty< 
two yard line, he was shoved through the 
Harvard line in exactly the same fashion 
as was Capt. Chadwick twice at Princeton 
last Saturday, securing all of the blues’ 
touchdowns on that occasion. Forced 
through on the irreststible wedge-on-tackle 
invented by the veteran Walter Camp, Met- 
calf found himself with a clear field.

Yale Uses Three Full Backs. 


It was a game of the bruising, battering, | 
grueling kind, taking three men to play 
Yale’s full back, Bowman and Vanderpool 
both being put out by slight blows on the 


head and arm, and Farmer getting into the 


scrimmaging for one play just as time was 
called at the end of the second half. | 
Metcalf, who was declared to be still suf- 
fering from the effects of the overtraining 
of two years ago, played the battle to the 
end largely on his magnificent nerve, and was 
thoroughly exhausted at its close. Rafferty, 
who was known to be undertrained and 
unable to stand the pace for long halves, re- 
tired in the second half, and, as a sort of 
reward for patient, uphill work, Wilhelmi 
was put into the game. are is much the 
more formidable end, but Wilhelmi is better 
adapted to the heavy’ attacks of Harvard 
which were designed to be delſvered at end.

Play Barnard to Standstill. 


Harvard's veteran guard, Barnard, was 
played to a standstill, and quit the fray in 
the middle of the second half. Bowditch, 
another star, was hardly able to stagger 
from the lines five minutes later. Putnam 
was put out of business early in the second 
half, and Capt. Kernan was taken out of the 
game a few minutes before the close of the 
struggle. It is significant of Harvard's 
pluck that its stars—Kernan, Bowditch. 
and Barnard—should be the men who were 
played to their limit, but their departure 
rang the knell to Harvard hopes and allowed 
Yale to clinch the victory which it won 
within ten minutes after play opened. 

The tackle back formation was the chief 
stock in trade of both elevens, and its var- 
ied attack netted the most gains. Har- 
vard's favorite style of onslaught was in 
the shape of a triple tandem, which sailed 
savagely at the Yale line, generally at Goss, 
and, as long as the Harvard players re- 
mained able to manage the play, it worked 
successfully, seldom failing to get two or 
three yards, 

Variety of Style Wins. 

This “Empire state express proved one 
of the most powerful of the attacks which 
have been tried on the Yale rush line this 


year, but Yale had a full variety of plays 
which were good for the needed ground, and 
it was by working these for steady gains 


that the game was won. 
Glass, the giant guard, was the life of the 


Yale line, tugging his fellow players through 
as an interferer in a manner which has 


never been bettered at Yale, and which only 
the wonderful guard of twelve years ago, 


Heffelfinger, ever equaled. Glass was used 
to run with the ball oceasionally, but the 
Yale backs and tackles generally alternated 
in the attack. 


All records. for attendance were broken. 


A total of 28,000 seats was filled and there 
were easily 2.000 more persons who saw the 
game from the side lines. The cheering 
sections, which filled the center sections on 
both sides of the gridiron, were the largest 
ever seen in an eastern football contest. 


Yale's grandest exhibitions of aggressive, 


football were given at the start of both the 
first andof the second half, when the wear- 
ers of the blue hosiery drove the ball stead- 
fly down the field from the kickoff for a 
touchdown without losing it to the Harvard 
goal line. 


Crowd Gathers Before Noon. 
When the gates of Yale field were opened 


at 11 o'clock 500 people stood waiting for ad- 
mission. They found the gridiron on which 
the greatest contest of the year was scheduled 
smooth as painted glass, with a gang of car- 
penters, who had worked all night, dropping 
their hammers and saws, happy at having 
finished 5,000 new seats within a week. A, 
steady stream flowed from the main streets 
of the city toward the field. 


At noon évery section of the grand stand. 


had a handful of occupants and at 1 o’cloc 
5.000 people were on the field. Lunches were 
shared and the early arrivals chatted and 
whistled and sang the Yale songs to while’ 
away the long wait. 


In the city streets barricades blocked every 


corner and the thousands of Yale and Har- 
vard enthusiasts wedged and jostied their 
way toward the field. The hotels and res- 
taurants proved absolutely inadequate to the 
task of feeding or even of holding the crowd, 
Lunch stands were raided and waiters were 
held up and rarely reached their destination.

First Penalty Against Harvard. 

To cap the climax of Harvard's discomfort 
Tale was given five yards for off side play. 
Metcalf and Bowman failed to gain 
Bowman punted to the Harvard thirty-two 
yard line.

He got clear of everybody 
except Marshall, who dived at him, missed 
the tackie, and the Yale half back traversed 
the whole seventy-seven yards for Yale's 
second touchdown. 


Walter Camp’s “Jack Knife.“ 

The Yale stands went wild again at a play 
fully as sensational and of the same tech- 
nical character as that which scored Yale’s 
two touchdowns at Princeton last week. it 
was Walter Camp's famous “ knife play, 
Which opened the Harvard line like a wedge, 
Bowman had another chance for an easy 
g0al and accepted it. Yale's score was 
12 to 0. , 

Marshall of Harvard kicked off to Metcalf 
at the Yale five yard line. Metcalf got back 
five yards before he was downed. On the 
next play Yale worked a fake kick, Hogan 
taking the ball forty yards. Capt. Chadwick 
got thirty-five yards around right end, but 
Umpire Dashiel called an effside play for 
Yale and gave the ball to Harvard in the 
center of the field. 

The Empire State got its steam up again 
end Graydon was used for two consecutive 
plunges at left tackle. Knowlton got three 
yatus through Glass and Graydon hurdled 
the line for three more in the same spot. 


Fumble Costs Crimson Heavily. 

It was Harvard's ball at Yale’s twenty 
yard line, and the wearers of the crimson 
were making the most furious fight they 
had thus far -exhibited. Graydon smashed 
into left guard for three yards, and Mills 
worked the tackle back formation for three 
more. Marshall fumbled, but Kernan fell 
on the ball at the Yale ten yard line. On 
the next play Mills fumbled and Goss fell 
on the ball. This gave Yale the leather. 

Again the Yale stands woke the echoes 
as the home team regained possession of 
the pigskin at the Yale five yard line. Bow- 
man dropped back, but his effort proved a 
fake kick. Hogan took the ball and was 
jammed back by the Harvard center trio 
to the Yale one yard line. Bowman then 

| dropped behind the line and sent the sphere 
spinning to the Yale thirty yard line. Ker- 
nan caught, and was heavily downed by 
Rafferty. Putnam made one of the pret- 
tiest runs for Harvard, scooting around left 
end for a seven yard gain. Kernan tried 
right end without advance, but fumbled to 
fferty, and it was Yale’s ball once more, 
this time at its own twenty-two yard line. 


Double Pass Loses Ground. 

Kinney led a powerful tackle back a 
through left guard which netted Tale tee 

yards. Capt. Chadwick failed to gain and 
Bowman kicked to Marshall at the Harvard 
forty-five line. Marshall dodged Rafferty 
and shot back seven yards before the Yale 
rush line dropped him. Harvard tried a 
double pass, but the ball rolied behind the 
line, Capt. Kernan picked it up and saved it. 
He was downed with a loss of three yards. 
Graydon got two yards by running into 
Shevlin's arms. 

In this scrimmage was hurt by 
a kick on the head and rendered uncon- 
scious. The Yale coaches ordered Vander- 
pool to warm up. As soon as Bowman got 
on his feet again he insisted on staggering 
to his place behind the line. He refused the 
orders of the coaches to quit the game and 
play was resumed without any changes.

Capt. Chad- 
wick dove two yards into left tackle and time 
was called, with the ball in Yale’s possession

The rival elevens trotted off the field for a 
ten minutes’ intermission in the special tents 
which had been put up before the game for 
the players between the halves. Although 
Yale had outplayed Harvard two to one in 
ground gained during the first half and ap-

Desperate Stand in Last Ditch. 


Chadwick piunged through right guard for 
seven yards. Hogan was pushed five yards 
through left tackle and Chadwick was hauled 
along by Glass to the Harvard three yard 
line. Chadwick and Metcalf were slammed 
into the Harvard line for two downs, and the 
ball was still six inches from the goal line, 
but Kinney.took it over for Yale's third 
touchdown.

This will be Jimmy’s fourth fight since he 


joined the professional ranks, his first being 


with Toby Irwin and the others with Kid 
Lavigne and Tim Heggarty, all of whom he 
defeated. These three victories, although 
nothing much to boast of, placed Britt, from 
a California standpoint, on the top rung of 
the lightweight pugilistic ladder. 

The native sons of California believe 
Jimmy to be the greatest fighter of the age, 
ahd will back him with their last dollar to 
defeat Erne. This he may do, as Frank, al- 
though the best man Britt has met in the ring, 
is not the Frank of old. Defeats by McGov- 
ern, Rube Ferns, and Joe Gans, and an 
easy life, have impaired his speed, stamina, 
and hitting powers. He showed this in his 
contest here with Gus Gardner, upon which 
ocetasion he appeared nervous, lacked in 
hitting powers, and in gauging distance. 

Britt is a young fellow, full of vitality, 
fairly clever, and carries the punch that, if 
it lands, will bring to him the long end of 
the money. And he ought to land it. 

The fight is advertised as being for the 
lightweight championship, but the club prob- 
ably. overlooked the fact that a colored boxer 
named Joe Gans, hailing from Baltimore, 
holds a mortgage on that title. 


Marvin Hart surprised his most ardent ad- 
mirers by holding Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien even or better in their recent bout. 
Students of the game who have seen both 
men in action took it for granted that Jack 
would go around Marvin like a cooper would 
go around a barrel. His speedy footwork, his 
rapid firing deliveries, and his tantalizing 
feints they figured would make Hart appear 
like a green hand at the game. They ad- 
mitted Marvin's rushing hit or miss tactics 
might disconcert Jack for a round or two, but 
after he got him gaited it Wald be O’Brien all 
the way.

Investigation Shows the Official . 


Score to Have Been 1,103 Instead 
of 1,105, as Was Supposed—Offering 


of a Special Prise an Inducement to 
Local Men—Several Matches Have 
the Alleys, 


Three times in nine days the world’ stencil 
for high game in competition was within 
reach of three of the local bowling teams, but 
it still stands. 


For some time there has been a contrö- 


versy as to whether the high mark was 1,105 
or 1,108. Acting on information furnished 
by Secretary Karpf of the American bowling 
congress the former figures have been taken 
as correct, but as several former New York 
Players now resident in Chicago asserted 
the latter figures were the right ones a mes- 
sage was sent to New York to get the exact 
total. The smalier total proves to be the 
right one, the score being ma e up as fol- 
lows: Voorheis, 236; Mische, 233; Stoff. 212 
Sohl, 192; Arnold, 230. Total, 1, 108. George 
Moore, formerly of Brooklyn, who is now 
rolling with the Brilliants of the Chicago 
league, is authority for the statement that 
this record was made at Karisdorf’s Harlem 
palace alleys by the Empire team in 1899. 
For a number of years previous to this a 
total of 1.102 made by the Fearless team of 
Brooklyn had been considered the record. 


Three Close Attempts. 


The three unsuccessful attempts of the 
local alley warriors to storm the record 
heights and haul down the banner of the 
Empires prove the adage that misfortunes 
seldom come singly. First came the Colts, 
with a score of 1,077, which, although the 
smallest of the three efforts, was the most 
promising until the tenth frame was reached. 
At the half way mark the side was going at 
a 1,200 clip, with 608 on the board. At the 
end of the eighth frame the record was 
930. One hundred and seventy-four pins in 
the next two frames would have done the 
trick, but at the finish the team, like the 
maid from the village, was shy. Then came 
the Illinois team three days later with 1,101, 
and after a similar lapse of time the Wahoos 
blossomed out with 1,093. 

As a result of the three attempts the Ili- 
nois team is now the holder of the western 
record for high game, with a total of 1,101, 
which ts the highest made since the system 
of certificates for regulation alleys was 
adopted by the American Bowling congress. 
Strictly speaking, the Lllinois men hold the 
high official record, as the performance of 
the Empire team was made before the A. B. 
C. had formulated any plan for making rec- 
ords official. As the Empire players made 
their score in a regular tournament game 
on regulation alleys, the local experts are 
willing to concede them the high mark and 
will be satisfied until they have beaten it. 

Two of the scores were made since W. P. 
Mussey agreed to present a set of medals 
to the team breaking the world's record, and 
with this additional incentive the Chicago 
rollers will keep hard after the honor.

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ENGLISH RACING YEAR ENDS. 


American Owners Fare Poorly in Divis- 
ion of Money, but Yankee Jock- 
eys Are Successful. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, Nov. 22.—The English racing 
season ended today with the Manchester 
November handicap. It was notable chiefly 
for its freedom from taint of frauds which 
have marred the racing in recent years. 
Last year Lester Reiff was set down, and 


ing Madden, the rider of several Derby win- 
ners, were deprived of their licenses on ge- 
count of their association with betting men 
who were implicated in the great Liverpool 
bank frauds. The season which has just 
closed was marked by the scandals on the 
French racécourses, while the English turf 
has scarcely known a cléaner racing period. 

The greatest successes of the season were 
made by the duke of Devonshire, Sir Waidie 
Griffith, and Col. H. McCalmont, each of 
whom were winners of great $50,000 stakes 
with horses of their own breeding. The 
sensation of the year was the running of R. 
8. Sievier’s filly, Sceptre, which, after win- 
ning the Spring handicap in easy style, falied 
to reach the first three in the Derby, 
— 1 winnings for the season were over 


From an American viewpotht, it was only 
Mr. Whitney who had a fair year on the 
English turf, and this was far below expec- 
tations. In the early part of the season 
Nasturtium, on which the American hopes 
for winning the Derby were centered, went 
wrong, and he was sent back to the United 
States. Volodyovski proved a disappoint- 
ment throughout the season. He started 
several times as a favorite but falled to 
score a, single win. This and other disap- 


nificent victory by Ballantree in the Cam- 
bridgeshire after the closest contest ever 
seen on the English turf.

Derby for $10,500, which was about half what 
the horse was worth. He Has won a lot of 
faces this year, pulled a wagon in 2:05%, 
trotted the second and third heats of a race 
Against The Monk to wagon in 2:06, 2:06, and 
done a lot of other things that make him one 
wf the best trotters in the land: 


Onward Silver at Auction. 


Another horse that has been in the public 
re a good deal for the last two seasons is 
Onward Silver.

All sorts of owners and all sorts of horses 
are represented in the coming auction.

The treaty concluded- at the Auditorium on 
Wednesday whereby the Americar associa- 
tion becomes a member of the National As- 
sociation of Minor Leagues makes the latter 
organization the strongest in the country so 
far as potential energy is concerned. With 
all the minor leagues in line except the Call- 
fornia league, which is too isolated to either 
strengthen or weaken the organization per- 
’ ceptibly, they have it in their power to bring 
about a return of organized baseball such 
as existed before the upheaval, save in the 
relations of the big leagues to each other. 

It may be too much to expect all at once, 
but it is in the power of the minors to exer- 
cise complete and beneficial control over all 
the players except those under contract to 
the big leagues, and to have considerahle to 
say about these. If the organization proves 
strong enough to enforce its own aims and 
laws it is possible to prevent contract jump- 


that both the American and National leagues 
will recognize the minors’ association to the 


taken from its ranks. By their own laws the 
minor leagues can almost compel a player to 
live up to any contract he may sign by mak- 
ing it practically impossible to return to any 
minor league if he fails to fill the biilin faster 
company, as happens to at least four out of 
every five players drafted. 


Not only will this do away with much of 
the uncertainty attending the business end of 
the game, but it will avert a great danger. 
Already the finger of suspicion has been 
pointed at some of the results of last year's 
warfare among the minor leagues. There 
are many ready even to question the honesty 
of the sport itself, and when the public be- 
gins to doubt that it will be time for players 
and magnates to turn their attention to ping- 
pong for a possible means of livelihood. The 
remarkably close races in both the American 
association and Western league, and the 
playing of two and sometimes three games 
in one day at the finish by teams which had 
a chance to win the pennant created a doubt 
in the minds of many whether all these 
games were legal postponements or were 
transferred from other cities than those in 
which they were played. Charges of unfair- 
ness were made by disappointed club owners 
and managers which served to strengthen 
suspicion. Another year like the last in this 
respect would bring the game into disreput 
Even now the danger of stretching things to 
far beyond the limits of true sportsmanship 
is not altogether averted, and a warning cry 
may not be untimely. 

The government of the minor leagues be- 
longs where it promises to be—with them- 
selves. There used to be a supreme court in 
baseball—the National league, members of 
‘which constituted the board of arbitration— 
and to this court were sent cases which 
never should have gone beyond the police 
justices, as it were. Now the minors have 
a court of their own for the trial of disputes 
among themselves. When the American and 
National leagues get together, as they must 
in a short time, there will be possible an 
organization better than the game has ever 
seen and which will almost justify the war 
itself. 


There is no necessity for any radical 
changes in the old way of governing the 
game such as John T. Brush evolved along 
the lines of the horse racing game. A modi- 
fication of the old national agreement will 
serve all purposes. There should be an ar- 
rangement whereby players can be advanced 
from one minor league to another or to a 
big league at a fixed price or by direct pur- 
chase between any two clubs, and this price 
should be paid in at least two installments, 


contingent on the player being fast enough 
for the stronger league. If not, the club sell- 
ing him should be reimbursed by the return 
of the player to that club direct and without 
the necessity of paying him a big league sal- 
ary to keep him from going to a rival clubin 
the same class. This would do away with 
the old farming evil altogether. 

For the settlement of all disputes between 
the American and National leagues, when 
they have patched up their truce, there 
should be a higher tribunal composed of their 
own members, and for the settlement of cases 
between the minor and major leagues a joint 
board made up of members of the American 
and Nationa! leagues and the minor league 
association. 

If this is a Utoplan scheme its suggestion 
has at least done harm to none. 

> 


The progress of the American league in its 
invasion of New York has been of the slow 
but sure kind. There would not seem to be 
any reason for doubt.that the American 
league is going into Gotham next season, but 
there are many writers who profess to doubt 
it, and some of the National leaguers, what- 
ever they think, talk only in sneering terms 
of what they call Ban Johnson's bluff.“ 
All this is due to the fact that the American 
league executive has not seen fit to disclose 
the location of the new grounds on Manhat- 
tan island-and also because the most deter- 
mined and persistent efforts by the enemies 
of the young league have not been able to dis- 
cover its plans. Because President Johnson 
will not put into the hands of his bitterest 
opponents every possible weapon with which 
he might be defeated he is accused of blut - 
fing.

Two Leagues of Eight Clubs Each 
Formed to Promote Winter Sport 
in This City. 


There is every prospect for a boom in the 
game of ind baseball in Chicago this win- 
ter if the n most interested in the sport 
continue on lines of activity already mapped 
out by them. While it tis yet early to 
predict just what will be done in the game, 
there is every evidence that, by the sched- 
uled time for the opening of the season, there 
will probably be more leagues and elubs in 
the field than in any previous year, with the 
possible exception of 1808.

ister is anxious for relief from revenue per- 
plexities by the sale of colonial properties or 
privileges. * 

German Outlook Is Bad. 

The German emperor has returned to. his 
capital, where both the political and financial 
situations are clouded with uncertainties. 
Baron von Thielmann has intervened in the 
tariff debate with a weighty speech, in which- 
he forecasted rejection by the federated goy- 
ernments of the minimum duties on grain and 
cattle decreed by the agrartans and the en- 
forced necessity of covering, by increased 
taxation, the deficit in the current revenues 
amounting to $37,500,000. 

Warnings like these ought to influence the 
faction that has rent the reichstag, but there 
are no signs of enlightened acti@n tn favor of 
a tariff scheme which will allow the govern- 
ment to renew reciprocity treaties next year 
on favorable terms. The government itself 
seems to have lost the art of managing the 
numerous groups in the refchstag. 

Meanwhile, depression has increased. The 
shipping, mining, and iron industries, and the 
home markets have relapsed into weakness 
and stagnation.

People, especially in countries where popu- 
lar forms of government prévail and where 
the wishes of the cititens dominate the 
course of the government, must not forget 
that King Victer Emmanuel holde the for- 
mer temporal poseessione of the papacy not 
s0 much by right of conquest as by virtue 
of a plebiscite, the population having been 
called upon in 1870 to vote whether it would 
remain subject to the temporal sovereignty 
of the pontiff or transfer its allegiance in 
mundane matters to the king of Italy. The 
‘plebiscite wae overwhelmingly in fayor of 


the Italian erown, and, the people of Rome 


and of the former papal dominions having 
thus chogen of their own accord the form of 
government which they preferred, and which 


has been recognized by all the foreign powers 


for the last thirty years or more, it is becom- 
ing more and more difficult to convince good 
Catholics abroad that disapproval of the ex- 
isting condition of affairs and a demand upon 
the Italian government for the surrender of 
Rome to the pope and a restoration of the 
temporal power to the holy see constitutes 
an article of their religious belief. 


HE independence of the pap- 
acy and its freedom from all 


government is, of course, in- 


above. But that independ- 
ence the holy see already en- 
joys by virtue of the law of 
guarantees, which has been 
strictly observed by the Ital- 
ian government since its en- 
actment more than three der- 
ades ago. Temporal sover- 
eignty is not necessary to the 
papacy for its independence 
in matters spiritual through- 
out the Catholic world. That 
independence can be and is 
safeguarded by the ex-ter- 
ritoriality which the holy 
see now enjoys. 

Thus, according to article 9 of the law of 
Suarantees the pope is ‘free to fulfill all 
functions of. his spiritual authority. Article 
7 declares that no ‘Italian official, judicial 
or otherwise, shall have any right to lntrude 
into the pope's palaces unless authorized by 
the pontiff, the conclave, or by an ecumenical 
council.” Article 10 provides for the free- 
dom from molestation by the government 
authorities of ecclesiastics officially in Rome, 
attendant on the acts of the pontiff’s spiritual 
ministry.“ Article 8 forbids “‘ official, judi- 
cial, or administrative visits, 113 ar 
seizures of papers, etc., in any of the pontifi- 
cal congregations invested with purely spirit- 
ual functions.“ Article 12 accords to the 
pope his ‘‘ own postal and telegraph service

In article 13 it is provided that in Rome. 


and in its six suburban sees, ecclesiastical 
institutions for the education of priests shall 
not be interfered with by the scholastic au- 
thorities of the Italian kingdom. According 
to article 15 bishops, although by the 
government, are not required ake the 
oath of allegiance, and the king renounces 
the right of nominating or presenting to the 
higher sees enjoyed by all the Catholic sov- 
ereigns of the old world. Sovereign hcnors 
are ordered by article 3 to be paid to the pope, 
while article 4 grants the pontiff an annuity 
of $600,000, exempt from all taxation and 
inalienable—this revenue, however, it is only 
fair to add has remained in the coffers of the 
Italian government, the late and the present 
pope having always declined to touch it. 

From this it wilt be geen that the papacy 
enjoys complete independence in the exercise 
of its spiritual sovereignty abroad, while in 
Italy itself it is accorded an amount of lib- 
erty that is not conceded to the Roman Cath- 
olic church in France, Spain. Bavaria, Aus- 
tria, or Germany, in each of which countries 
the consent of the government is required to 
confirm papal appointments to the episco- 
pacy.

The history 
of no other country shows 80 long a list of 
martyrs to ite cause. It predominates every 
other feeling in the Italian breast, and of late 
it has become apparent that where it i at 
variance with the behests of the church the 
latter are apt to be ignored. : 

The decree issued by Pius IX. thirty years | 
ago, strictly forbidding all true Catholics to 
take part in parliamentary elections on the 
ground that it would entail a recognition of 
the government of united Italy, in former 
days was estimated to keep at least 00 per 
cent of the voters away from the polis. To- 
day it is doubtful whether so much as 15 per 
cent refrain from casting their ballots at 
parliamentary elections. For citizens who 
have served in the army and sworn alle- 
giance to the monarch and to the flag of 
united Italy cannot see why they should re- 
frain from fulfilling their civic duties to their 
country or countenance a doctrine which 
means the disruption of united Italy. Their 
patriotism gets the better of their obedience 
to the church. 

The claim of the restoration of the tempor- 
al sovereignty of the Pope is the principal— 
nay, indeed, almost the only—souree of dis- 
pute between the papacy and the govern- 
ment, the only obstacle which stands In the 
way of an Italian being a patriotic citizen 
and a good churchman at one and the same 
time. It is not the cause of patriotism that 
suffers from this condition of affairs, but the 
church, and the maintenance of the pontifical 
prohibition against participation in partia- 
mentary eléctions on the ground that it 
would imply an abandonment of the doctrine 
of temporal power is becoming more and 
more a source of weakness to the holy see, 

This is appreciated by many of the mem- 
bers of the Italian hierarchy, and even by 
some of the cardinals, men who are old 
enough to remember the days before Rome 
became the capital of united Italy, and who 
were formerly accounted among the most 
intransigeant in their attitude towards the 
Italian government. Indeed, I have in-mind 
a venerable archbishop who in 1878 dis- 
tinguished himself. by refusing to celebrate 
a requiem mass at the time of the death of 
the late King Victor Emmanuel, and yet 
who has expressed himself to me most 
strongly in favor of allowing good Catholics 
to go to the polls at parliamentary elections 
in Italy. 

He is merely one of a large number of prel- 
ates and princes of the church who are cau- 
tiously urging the vatican to modify its atti- 

tude in the matter, and now that all those 
associations and codperative societies ini- 
tiated by Leo XIII. a few years ago for the 
advancement of social democracy are no 
longer content to make their power felt in 
municipal elections, but insist upon playing 
a role at the parliamentary polis and threat- 
en to get out of hand if this privilege i de-

AN UNJUST METHOD OF TAXATION. 

Until this year the incorporated commer- 
cial houses of Chicago havenot been assessed 
on account of capital stock. Previous state 
boards of equalization have assumed that 
the so-called franchises of such corpora- 
tions had no taxable value or that the value 
of the capital stock did not exceed that of 
the tangible property of the corporations 
returned by the local assessors, The cor 


poration carrying on a commercial business 


has been assessed on precisely the same 
basis as the partnership or the individual 
carrying on that kind of business. 

This year the state board of equalization 
is about to pursue a different course. It has 
come to the conclusion that the value of the 
capital stock of several mercantile corpora- 
tions exceeds the value of their tangible 


properties as reported by the local assessors, 
and will require them to pay taxes on the 


excess value, as well as on their stocks of 


goods and other tangible properties. In 
some cases the excess value is small, in 
others it is large and means a serious in- 


crease in taxes. 


The proposed action of the board is unusu- 


al, but it is not unlawful. If the board is 
criticised all it has to do is to point to the 
law which bids it ascertain the fair cash 
value of capital stock, including the fran- 
chise, over and above the assessed value of 
the tangible property. The law is more 


than a third of a century old. It was framed 


by representatives of farming communities 
who had crude ideas on the subject of tax- 
ation and who were fully convinced that 
corporations had vast stores of hidden 


wealth which ought to be, and could be, 


made to pay taxes. So, with the law as it is, 
a Chicago commercial corporation hardly 


will go into court to contest a tax on capital 


stock, unjust as the tax unquestionably will 
be. 


The law is at fault and should be amend- 


ed. The error of the law is that it puts in 
the same category public service and com- 
mercial corporations. The former have 
special privileges which are of great value. 


A traction company is given the exclusive 
in the center of a street.

the surface to Jay its pipes. The “ fran- 


chise of a_commercial corporation has 
nothing special or exclusive in its nature. 
The state merely grants permission to cer- 
tain men to carry on business a little more 
conveniently than they could under a part- 
nership agreement. They make no more 


money as corporators than they would as 


partners, and, therefore, should not be taxed 
after a different fashion. 


The capital stock of most commercial cor- 


porations is not traded in. It has no market 
value. 
an increase of taxation in some instances on 
the ground that the capital stock is worth 
more than the tangible value. 


Yet the state board contemplates 


If worth 
more it is because of the “ good will” of 
the concern. The taxation of good will ” is 
indefensible; a tax on it is a tax on personal 
business ability. But if “good will” is 


taxed it should be taxed uniformly. Unin- 


corporated concerns, like corporate ones, 
have “good will” often, but it escapes 
taxation. There may be in the same block 
two concerns equal as to the value of stocks 
and of good will,” and differing only in 
that one is incorporated and the other not. 
The one will be taxed—and unjustly taxed 
—more heavily than the other. 

If the law is left as it is and the state 
board of equalization feels itself obliged to 
tax the “good will” of the incorporated mer- 
cantile concerns of Chicago, and, presum- 
ably, of other cities in the state, a change 
in methods of carrying on business will be 
necessary. Discrimination in taxation can- 
not be borne long by the merchants who are 
subjected to it. Nor, indeed, can it be borne 
long by the community in which the mer- 
chants do business. A tax on the “ good 
will“ of the incorporated houses of Chicago 
will be a tax on the prosperity and progress 
of the community. Its most serious effect 
will be to drive capital and business men 
from the city. 

The immediate effect will bb to compel 
the mercantile corporations to surrender 
their charters. That will put them outside 
the jurisdiction of the state board. They 
can get along without capital stock, al- 
though it is a convenience. Why should 
they be forced to go back to the partnership 
system to escape unjust taxation? The next 
general assembly can settle the whole matter 
by amending the revenue law 60 as to ex- 
empt from taxation corporations which have 
no special privileges, while leaving the law 
unchanged as regards corporations which 
enjoy by state or municipal grant denen 
privileges of value. 


TENEMENT HOUSE STATISTICS. 

The New York tenement housedepartment 
continues to do things which astonish and 
humiliate Chicagoans who would like to see 
similar things done in theirown city. To be- 
gin with, the department is in the hands 
of men who have studied tenement housing 


for years. Mr. Robert W. De Forest and 


Mr. Lawrence Veiller may or may not be 
“ good fellows.” It is undeniable that they 
are “experts.” The City of New York in- 
trusts them with the duty of looking after 
tenements for the same reason for which a 
gas corporation intrusts its manager with 
the duty of looking after its plant. What 
New York wants and what the gas cor- 
poration wants in its employés is not amia- 
bility and generosity so much as information 
and administrative power. ( 

Among the results of this policy, take the 
one significant matter of records. It be- 
came pretty clear not long ago that the 
building department of the City of Chicago 
had no records worth speaking of. There 
were a few reports and memoranda, it is 
true, but even these were so incomplete that 
when there was a fire it was next to im- 
possible to find out when and how the build- 
ing concerned had been inspected. Compare 
the system now in operation in New York. 
In the tenement house department there is 
a bureau, coUrdinate with the inspection 
bureau and with the executive bureau, called 
the bureau of statistics. The work of this 
bureau can be seen best in its card cata- 
togue. The health, fire, and police depart- 
ments are to join with the tenement house 
department to make that catalogue accurate 
and comprehensive. The result will be that 
the tenement house department will have 
a complete, running history of every tene- 
ment house in New York. The tenement 
house inspectors report daily on the condi- 
tions which they have found. There are 


cards of different colors for different kinds 


of reports. The minuteness of the investi- 


Skylights, ladder stairs, yard fixtures, flush- 
ing apparatus, dimensions of windows, scut- 
tle buikheads, and scores of other par 
ticulars are carefully set down in specially 
prepared forms and schedules. All this 
being done, there comes the work of the 


of contagious disease, every death from 
such disease, every fire, the cause of every 
fire, every arrest, and the cause of every 
arrest will be brought together through 
daily reports and will be put into the card 
catalogue as a supplement to the informa- 
tion obtained by the tenement house in- 
spectors. A full account of every tenement 
house im the city will, therefore, be accessible 
to the city government whenever needed. 
The value of such accounts can hardly be 
too much emphasized. If the housing of the 
population of large cities ever becomes what 
it ought to become the primary means will 
be found in the full and accurate knowledge 
without which legislation and administra- 
tion are impossible. The sooner we begin 
to acquire that knowledge in Chicago the 
sooner shall we have a clean, safe, whole- 


some city. 


COAL MINERS AND OPERATORS. 
The anthracite coal commission will be 
pleased if any part of its work is taken 
out of its hands. If the miners and operators 
can get together and reach an agreement 
as to wages, hours, or any other disputed 


more speedily a task which otherwise will 
take up its time for many weeks to come. 
The men who mine the coal have nothing 
to lose by a delay in the announcement of 
the findings of the commission. It has 
announced that if it shall order an increase 
of wages the increase will date back to the 
first day of this month. But the miners, 
like most men, would prefer not to wait 
and to begin receiving the higher wages 
at once. The men who work by the day 
and who are demanding shorter hours do 
lose by delay. They are anxious to secure 


the shorter day at once. There are valid 


reasons why the miners should “ get to- 
gether ” at once as regards hours and wages 
at least. That will lighten materially the 
labors of the commission. If the questions 
which it is desirable should be disposed 
of quickly can be got rid of the commission 
can take its time with its report as to what 
should be done to bring about permanently 
a better understanding between operators 
and miners. Doubtless some radical 
chamges in the method of carrying on the 


business will be said to be.necessary if there 


is to be a permanent improvement of con- 
ditions. There are too many employés. 
There is not work enough to go round, and 
every miner is perforce out of work for 
one-third of the working year. So while 
the rate of pay per day is high and draws 
labor to the mines the year’s earnings are 
small. They are about $350, while Presi- 
dent Mitchell says the earnings ought to be 
$600. The force of workers should be re- 
duced from 140,000 to 110,000. At present 
most of the coal is mined in the cold months, 
A larger force is a tut an if mining 
were carried on stead g the year. 
It could be carried on steadily if mine op- 
erators and retailers would supply storage 
yards to hold the excess of coai mined during 
the summer months when the demands of 
consumers are light. 

If the mine operators are of the opinion 
that the award of the commission is likely 
to be less favorable to them than any agree- 
ment they can make with the employés they 
naturally will be ready to compromise. 
Probably they are convinced that the com- 
mission will order some increase in wages 
and some decrease in hours. It is better 
for both parties that they should adjust 
their differences promptly. Then they will 
know precisely where they stand and can 
give their exclusive attention to the mining 
and marketing of coal. 


STATE MORAL TRAINING. 

The American Institute of Sacred Litera- 
ture is said to have issued a call for a con- 
yention which is to meet in Chicago early 
next year. The object of this convention 
will de the formation of a national society 
for the improvement of the moral and re- 
ligious education of the boys and girls of 
this country. Whether we can bear the bur- 
den of another national society either for or 
against anything our staggering mental and 
financial powers lead us seriously to doubt. 
The Reformers’ Year Book already has over 
100 pages of names and objects of reform 
societies and over twenty pages of names 
of “ social reformers.” We have bitten off 
about as much as wecanchew. The process 
of getting down all that we have put into 
our mouth will take some time. Moral and 
religious education, however, is a subject 
which yields in importance to no other in the 
whole list of subjects of human interest. If 
the moral and religious education of this 
country can be improved, it ouglit to be im- 
proved as soon as possible. No other reform 
could have such fundamental effects. 

The situation now is that the average 
American boy or girl goes to a public school 
in which religion is ignored and morality is 
seantily recognized. How could it be other- 
wise? We have rightly come to the conclu- 
sion that theological doctrines cannot be 
taught in the public school, and we have hot 
been able to separate religion from theology 
in any such way as to succeed in teaching 
the one without the other. Inevitably, 
therefore, our public schools have been sec- 
ular, materialistic, unspiritual. Ought we 
not to begin to admit that this is not a fact 
of which we can be proud? Our universities 
—Harvard in particular, through Fiske, and 
James, and Royce—have shown us that the 
age of materialism is past. Without neces- 
sarily accepting Christian dogma the think- 
ing man is likely to admit nowadays that 
there is something in life besides matter and 
ferce, and that this something, cosmic en- 
ersy, divine law, morals, honesty, good pol- 
icy, whatever it may be called, ought to be 
reckoned with at the same time with those 
facts which are more obvious to the eye. A 
school system which gives the child no in- 
struction of a definite and earnest kind in 
conduct as well as in knowledge cannot but 
be regarded as defective. 

People will say that this instruction ought 
to be given in the home. The answer is 
that it is not given in the home. A well 
known citizen of Evanston expressed his 
surprise and regret the other day at the in- 
adequacy of the moral instruction of the 

children of his acquaintance. If such sur- 
prise and regret is possible in Evanston, it 
is possible almost anywhere else. What 
about the Sunday school? Certainly, the 
Sunday school makes an effort. Neverthe- 
less, that effort is amateurish. The school, 
with its professional and efficient methods, is 
the place where instruction of all kinds can 
be best given. Whether instruction of the 
kind now suggested can ever be given in the 
American school to a greater degree than at 
present is a question which needs carerul 
thought. Methods of computing interest 
and schedules of exports and imports are 
excellent things to know.

EUROPE AND VENEZUELA. | 
President Castro has succeeded in break- 
ing the back of the insurrection against his 
government only to be confronted by the 
demand of several of the European powers 
for the immediate ending of the blockade of 
the Orinoco. Germany, England, France, 
and, possibly, Italy have united in the decla- 


ration that the blockade is ineffective and, 


consequently, not valid in international law. 
The Venezuelan government has replied that 
the blockade is effective, and that any ship 
entering the Orinoco will be liable to seizure. 
Both sides are seeking the support of the 
United States minister, Mr. Bowen. Mr. 
Bowen has suspended judgment. The sec- 
retary of the American legation, Mr. Rus- 
sell, who investigated the blockade, found it 
effective at Ciudad Bolivar, and partially 
corroborates the contention of the Venezue- 
lan government. 80 far the Venezuelan 
government has not answered the demands 
of the European powers, of which England 
and Germany have warships * the mouth 
of the Orinoco, 

Nor is this all. Germany 1 some old 
claims against Venezuela on account of in- 
juries suffered by German subjects. It has 
not pressed the claims because President 


+ Castro had his hands full. Now thatthe in- 


surrectionists are disposed of Germany con- 
fronts him. So does England, which has 
some unsettled ciaims. As usual, Venezu- 
ela turns towards the United States for re- 
lief from troubles she has brought on her- 
self. Ten years ago there would have been 
many American sympathizers with the re- 
Now there will be few. Like the 
European powers, the citizens of the United 
States have lost patience. The administra- 
tion at Washington has publicly declared 
that it will not interfere with the use of force 
by European powers to secure redress for 
damages incurred in South American coun- 
tries.

We have with us this evening, fortunate- 
ly—providentially, I may almost say—a gen- 
tleman of whom you have all heard.

We are fortunate indeed in this op- 
portunity of listening to one who is working 
with such magnificent success in a field of 
labor which, as I may say, adjoins ours, and 
we shall treasure his advice, which he knows 
80 Well how to give. Gentlemen of the league, 
I have great pleasure in introducing Presi- 
dent Pnoodles of the Neighborhood Improve- 
ment association, who will now address you.“ 

Amid the loud clapping of hands Mr. Pnoo- 
dles arose, with a ghastly smile on his face. 

Mr. President, he said, “ and gentlemen 
of the Political Purity league, not having 
prepared myself to make a speech this even- 
ing, and not being expected to be called upon 
to—to make a speech, in fact, I find myself 
er—unprepared. Your president, in fact, al- 
most promised me I should not be called upon 
to say anything. But ’’—here he brought his 
hands together in front of him, finger to 
finger, in the shape of a pointed arch, and as- 
sumed a severe expression of countenance— 
“as your president has well said, your or- 
ganization ’’—accent on the gan—“ and the 
one of which I have the honor to be the presi- 
dent are kindred organizations, perhaps I 
cannot do better than to point out some of 
the lines along which we are working.”’

Weare work- 
ing along the lines of reform in the Neighbor- 
hood Improvement association. We meet 
together and we—we work along those lines, 
as I said before.

Vigorous applause at this point enabled the 
speaker to collect himself for the next on- 
slaught. 

And so I say, gentlemen,“ he proceeded, 
with increasing emphasis, that it should be 
an encouragement to us when -we find our- 
selves animated by the same spirit and work- 
ing along the lines of reform, as I said be- 
fore, whether it be in neighborhood matters 
or in purifying the politics of this great coun- 
try of ours, cemented together, gentlemen, by 
the blood of our revolutionary forefathers! 

Now, gentlemen, I did not expect to ad- 
dress you when I came in, as I said before, 
and as there are several eloquent gentlemen 
to follow me I will yield the floor, but before 
I take my seat I want to leave this thought 
with you, that whatever we do along the 
lines of improvement or purifying the poli- 
tics of this magnificent country of ours we 


cannot fail, gentlemen, we cannot comie short 


of success in each and every effort along 
these lines if we work together.

The Magie Barrel IV. 

The busy mother that cannot afford a 
nurse for baby finds the caretaker a useful 
adjunct of the home beautiful. But the 
caretaker should be ornamental as well as 
useful. Those sold in the furniture shops 
are utterly lacking in graceful: lines, and 
are commonplace to a degree. 

Our illustration 
shows a caretaker 
that is both original 
and ornamental. One 
head of the barrel is 
removed to allow 
baby’s feet to patter 
about the room, and 
the other taken out to 
improve the ventila- 
tion. A large hole is 
cut level with baby’s 
head., andtwo smaller 
holes for his arms to pass through. 
Castors are then affixed to the barrel, 
and the caretaker is complete. If 
desired, it may be decorated with oriental 
stuffs, but baby is apt to soil these, and 
perhaps it is better to limit the ornamenta- 
tion to the X marks. 

Our second illustration shows a perfectly 
lovely basket for newspapers. When news- 
papers are scattered about the house they 
give it an untidy appearamce.

Copyright, 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy,

ment throughout the kingdom, and 18 likely 
to affect her popularity, while the Vatican 
will not be slow to take advantage of the 
circumstance to point out that Providence 
has manifestly no intention of favoring a 
king whose possession of Rome is an dct of 
injustice to the holy church by providing 
with a son and heir, born in the eterna! city 
and within the precincts of the palace which 
was formerly the residence of the pope. 
People in Italy are superstitious and there: 
is no doubt that if Queen Helena had given 
birth at the quirinal to a bouncing and 
healthy boy, who would have borne the tie 
of prince of Rome, and would have been the 
next heir to the throne, they would have 
turned a deaf ear to all assertions of the 
clergy with regard to the matter, and 


proved of the king’s retention of Romeas the 
capital of united Italy and of the present con. 
dition of affairs so far as the papacy is con- 
cerned. Indeed, the birth of a boy to Victor 
Emmanuel would have enormously strength- 
ened his position. 

However, the king may console 
with the knowledge that from time imme- 

morial the princesses of his house have been 
women of strong character who have exer 
cised a powerful influence upon the history 
of their times, and who have been a source 
of strength to the dynasty. Possibly this is 
because they have been so few in: number as 
compared with the princes gf. the. family. 
For some strange reason or other the per- 
centage of males among the descendants of 
Humbert of the white hand have always 
averaged a ratio of to every one princess.

Her death with- 
out leaving any issue would result in com- 
plications of the most grave character, since 
the crown of Holland on her demise would 
pass to her cousin, the reigning grand duke 
of Saxe-Welmar, and, failing him, to Prin- 
cess Marie of Reuss, wife of the former 
German ambassador at Vienna, .this in 
either case having the result of bringing 
Holland, at the sacrifice of her independence, 
into the political, economic, and military 
sphere of Germany, probably as one of those 
sovereign states that constitute the con- 
federation known as the German empire. 

The queen of Servia likewise disappointed 
the hopes both of her husband and of his 
subjects, almost throne by the.

At 
the present moment the “king of Servia~ 
stands in the altogether unique position 
among all the sovereigns of Europe of being 
without an heir of “ kind whatsoever to 
his crown.

in Luxemburg. 

Much of this chagrin, at any rate as far

I may add that 
this clause of the family statutes of the 
house of Nassau is incorporated in the 
national constitution of the grand duchy of 
Luxemburg of 1868.

This seems just and correct to the juridistical mind, but absurd to the 
biologist, who considers human facts vital facts, as anterior and superior 
to codes and laws. By a strange and humorous paradox the anarchists 
are in accord with the men of law in affirming that it is the legal code 
which makes the crime; and as they do not recognize any moral value 
in the legal code they deny the crime itself. This would appear to be 
ee logic, if you accept the definition of crime given in the manuals 
of law. 

The theory of my master and friend, Lombroso, satisfies me better 
in this respect. According to him, erime is an atavism, the reappearance 
in the middle of our civilization of facts which today are exceptional and 
abnormal, but which were the normal of primitive man. 


Why are there today repetitions of primitive men? Because the 


criminal is a degenerate and the peculiar characteristic of degeneracy is 
the arrest of development. It is indisputable that habitual criminals are 
generally degenerates. The anatomic proofs abound. Degeneration on 
its side has as its essential character a biological inferiority manifested 
principally by the incapacity of the organism to attain to the superior 
degrees of typical development. This, then, is Lombroso’s logic: the 


habitual criminal is a degenerate; the degenerate is an inferior organism 


which by hereditary debility is incapable of fully developing and undergoes 
numerous arrests in development. Thus far I am with my master and 
friend. But our ways separate when he says that the criminal; being a 
degenerate, must be atavical. Every arrest of development is not neces- 
sarily an atavism, a reappearance of a past type. 

An arrest of development is the interruption of development at a point 


which is not the final point of evolution. The arrest may correspond to a 


station which at one time was a terminus, but is now become an inter- 
mediary point because it has been passed by the continuation of evolution. 
Or it may take place at a point which never had been a final point. Then 
it is not atavism but amorphism. For me a criminal is not an atavism but 
an amorphism. Because he does not produce a phase which corresponds 
to a known of a probable and admissible ancestral type. The conception of 
primitive man as a nalve, unconscious criminal cannot be defended. The 
savage is evidently an impulsive being, whose psychic apparatus is most 
rudimentary and who hence is the slave of his instincts, but he is in nowise 
the anti-social being that the criminal is by definition. On the contrary, he 


shelteiad, The 4 imitation of nature, however, is apt to fall short of 
the reality. There is admittedly a something wanting in man’s preparations 
which nature is able to fabricate, so that, close as his imitations are, they 
they do not represent exactly the products of life. Perhaps this is only to 


de expected. It would, indeed, be wondrous if in the laboratory we could 


precisely turn out substances which are the original products of the living 
cells. So that even in the furthest science there would appear to be a limit 
fixed to our powers of building up imitations of organic compounds. 
Among the principles which illustrate the natural manufactures of the 
plant world is a substance called solanine.” The chemist is able to extract 
this principle from the berries or fruits of the potato plant. To this order 
belong other plants which exhibit poisonous principles, notably the bella- 
donna plant, of which the substance named “ atropine,” much used by the 
eye surgeon, is a typical example. Solanine, it must be remarked, is not 
likely to be developed normally in the potato itself. If it is present it must 
be in infinitesimal amount. The potato is, of course, a “tuber,” and 
represents a swelling on an underground stem. It is not a root, and, being 
part of a stem, can produce buds, which are the familiar “ eyes” of the 
potato. When the gardener plants his potatoes he takes care to see that 


In the curricula of education and art no 


Time was when the physical powers alone were esteemed. In savagery, 
fleetness and strength were virtues. But in slowly coming up to civiliza- 


tion the fist has changed to the open palm, the willing helper of the mind 


and heart. Brute force is no longer valued. But in losing at the base we 
are gaining at the summit; the spirit is fast becoming recognized as a force 
in education. The old educational lines pointing to calculation and mind 
informing no longer suffice. Mind no more than body may be wholly self- 
regarding. The fist of selfish mentality is spreading far more injury than 
the old physical fist did. What is needed is to change it to the open palm. 

This fourth plane of vital activity is mentioned by St. Luke. “ Thou 
shalt love thy God with all thy mind, and heart, and soul, and strength,” 
and in Genesis, “ He breathed into his nostrils the breath or life and man 
became a living. soul.” 

All of us are dual natured—animal and spiritual. To be animally self- 
seeking is not full life; but, on the other hand, to be complacently tran- 
scendental or engaged in amiable sentimentalities is not full life. There is 
a middle ground where the “I want” of the lower nature meets the “I 


ought” of the higher. This is the arena of conflict, the sphere of fiber

them all that there were no officers for whom the women could vote. The

Of course woman’s 
enthusiasm should have been great enough to have carried her without 
artificial means of conveyance to the polls to cast a ballot for the trustees 
of a state university some 200 miles away. Under the same circumstances, 


with a like limited franchise, would there have been 500 male voters in 


Chicago? In a special election held in Evanston to decide upon a new 
school building only forty men voted. The average cost of allowing each of 
these forty men to vote has nowhere been made public. 

The estimated cost to the city of Chicago of preparing the separate 
ballots and boxes for women is about $500, or $1 per capita. As long as it

If she is 
willing to promise to marry him, he reasons, she ought to be willing to let 


him kiss her. Moreover, he desires a kiss, or kisses, upon general principles, 
as something to which he is entitled by the unwritten law of tradition.

is far more social than the ‘civilized man, being less differentiated. The 
savage is neither an individualist nor an anarchist. He is rigidly tradi- 
tionalistic and blindly subject to the public. opinion of his tribe. The 
savage, then, is not a criminal. On the contrary, he is a being profoundly, 
superstitiously respectful of the customs and habits obtaining in his sur- 
roundings. It is not hazardous to venture the same estimation of the 
primitive man. 

The criminal is anti-social, He respects no traditions, submits to no 
public opinion save sometimes to those of other malefactors. Hence he 
is not a savage nor a primitive man in our civilization. Hence crime is 
not an atavism. 

It remains to give my theory. Crime is human parasitism. This char- 
acterizes and defines it. The natural, normal condition of existence for 
man, as for all other species of animals, is to draw his subsistence from 
nature, not from his own kind. 


As civilization advances and man is distanced from his primitive con- 


dition production is differentiated and specialized. Men depend upon each 


other, they live upon each other, the workers of the soil a little less, those 
detached from the soil a little more. But this is not parasitism. It is co- 
operation, mutualism. It is the law of giving giving.” Parasitism com- 
mences only when in this codperative society appear men who wish to 


take without giving, who seize the fruit of another’s labor without his con- 
sent and without compensation, who treat others as if they were matter 


whence to draw satisfaction for their needs and for the appetites of their 
entire nature. Those who fall into this parasitism are justly criminals. 

I do not believe that man in his origin was a criminal—that is to say, a 
parasite—but that, on the contrary, parasitism is a new phenomenon, rela- 
tively tardy, a symptom of individual and social disease, the index of a 
pathological condition of a differentiated society. 

Parasitism is a phenomenon of degeneration. The degenerate is de- 
bilitated. His debility is a consequence of organic inferiority. His nervous 
substance is obtuse; he is insensible to material impressions and analogously 
insensible to moral impressions. His capacity for instruction is slight, hence 
it is impossible for him to resist impulses and appetities. His nervous 
centers are rapidly exhausted, hence he is incapable of regular, prolonged, 
and methodical effort. These psychological conditions necessarily lead to 
parasitism, that is to say, to crime. When the first act of parasitism has 


an “eye” exists on each portion of the tubers he places in the ground. He 
divides his tubers, as we know, and thus imitates fairly accurately the 
‘mode of plant propagation known to us under the head of “ slips.” Solanine 
would therefore appear to be the articular principle of the potato plant. 

We find analogous examples of such plant manufactures in the case of 
tea, coffee, and cocoa. In tea we get a principle called “ theine,” while 
in coffee we find caffeine,“ and in cocoa “theobromine.” To these 
principles these foods owe their stimulating qualities, and caffeine has 
passed into the list of substances used for cure of certain classes of 
headache. It may therefore be said that in * 
products of the kind under discussion are part and parcel of the constitution 
of the living organism. Theine and caffeine may be technically regarded 
as poisons, and in adequate quantity would poison us; but the amount we 
receive in “ the cup that cheers is small enough to convey stimulant effects 
only. It is different, of course, with other plants that develop principles 
notably poisonous, even in small doses: 

From Ireland, in 1846, came accounts of potato poisoning. As far as 
I have been able to trace these reports, there is a doubt whether potatoes 
themselves were consumed or whether any other parts of the plant had 


io n. 

Song is the utterance of the joy of life; a primal element of which all ex- 
pressions of sentiment are merely products; it is basic, fundamental tone, 
the vibrations of which are a matrix into which are poured all the lesser 
forms of life. We may even say of ourselves, without irreverence, “in the

Building from this fundamental idea—the joy of Ute there follows in

There is nothing mysterious in the philosophy of this work; it is simple. 
It is based on the broad and universally accepted principle that every 
human being has within him latent activities of a higher order of life which 
need but the proper stimulus to call them into action. 

The time appears to have come to put this work upon a permanent, 
organized basis. I have traveled all over the country during the last few 
years, meeting the leading educators, explaining the work to them and to 
their teachers, and illustrating it with the pupils in their classrooms: From 
every quarter have come enthusiastic approval of the work, and most 


flattering expressions as to its practical value in education; and, in addi- 


tion, a general demand that some measures shall be taken to make the

my efforts alone. In response to this demand a number of gentlemen have 
invited me to return to Chicago to organize a national institution for the 
training of teachers. 

Many lines of work suggest themselves: Settlement classes for children 
and adults; work in connection with Sunday schools and churches; work 
in the public schools. Two of these lines will be followed at once—the set- 
tlement work first, and the work among local public school teachers. The

is such an expense to the city, and the influence of women so slight 
numerically, why not permit them to vote the whole ballot and, in their 
reform administration, cut down that additional expense of providing 
separate ballots and ballot boxes? To be sure it is estimated that the 
women in Chicago pay about 12% per cent of the taxes to support a 
government in which they have no voice. A number of individual women 
alone pay more than the $500 which it cost the city to allow all the women 
to vote, and not one of the voters who owns property at all pays less than 
the $1 which the city expended to provide for her vote. 

In the town of Geneva, N. Y., it was found that over half of the taxes 
were paid by women. But the law passed by the state of New York two 
years ago has given these women a voice in the manner in which their 
money shall be expended. In the city of San Francisco, where the women 
have no voice in the expenditure of the money, it was found in a recent 
investigation that 35 per cent of the taxes which supported the government 
were paid by women. A woman is allowed to vote as a stockholder upon 
a railroad all over the country. But let her sell her stock and invest her 
money in a house and she has no voice in the paving of the street in front 
of her door. In Joliet, where women may vote for school trustees, 2,500 


Engagements of marriage are by no means 
irrefragible, and she who kisses least is likely to have least cause for 
future regret. At all events, a prudent woman will wait until the engage- 
ment is announced before she permits any kissing. There are men who 
have serious objections to marrying any woman who has been engaged to 
another man, for the simple reason that they do not choose that any man 
shall be able to say of the woman whom they take to wife that he has 
kissed her as her lover. It matters little—rather more—that the kisses have 
been given in good faith to an affianced husband. It’s a way men have!

A noted “lady killer” of a past generation, who had been engaged 
many times, and who boasted to his intimates that no woman had ever 
refused an offer of his hand in marriage, was once asked why, in that case, 
he was still a bachelor. “ Because I am waiting until I can find a woman 
who will not permit me to kiss her before we are married,” he replied. 

Even though a woman be fully assured of the inevitableness, in due 
time, of her marriage, she will be wise not to be too liberal of her caresses. 
Most things in this world are rated as valuable in direct proportion to their 
rarity. Were diamonds as common as pebbles they would be worth no more 
commercially than the common stones of the beach and highway. More-

Civilization multiplies and renders more intense the r to 
parasitism and at the same time offers redoubtable facilities. for the 
parasitary exploitation of other men. Indeed, civilization is a synonym 
for the division of labor, of industrialism, of the abandonment of the fields 
and primitive occupations, of the development of cities. The great majority 
of men no longer solicit the soil for their provender. They produce mate- 
rial and moral values to exchange for the other values. Now, it is ex- 
tremely delicate to measure values, to remain scrupulously equitable in 
exchange. From the moment when one no longer lives upon nature bat 
upon men the transition from codperation to parasitism is terribly easy. 


My definition of crime as a parasitism of man upon man defines the . 


phenomenon, I believe, explains its origin, and assigns it a place in 
psychology and the general biology of the individual as well as in sociology. 
Biologically, we ought to make an absolute distinction between a pas- 
sionate act injurious to another and a crime, ‘properly speaking. The 
passionate act produces no personal advantage, while the criminal act com- 
mitted in cold blood has as its sole object some advantage to the perpetrator. 
The habitual criminal by debility is for me a minus habeus, then a 
diseased person. Dangerous, yes, but diseased. Accidental, above all pas- 
sionate, crime is a psychic storm, disastrous but inherent, alas! in human 
nature, to which we can but oppose the slow and con- 
stant efforts of education, having for its aim to 
change this nature as far as possible by developing fi?) os 
our force of inhibition. The veritable unpardonable 
crime, the typical case of the human parasite, is 
social exploitation. And the great remedy for this 
order of criminality will be an organization of so- 
ciety which will render codperatidn perfect, which! 
will permit no indelicacies of exchange, prevent the 3 
abuse of the superiority of the strong, and assure 
to the feeble the minimum of goods indispensable to 
existence. 
The doctrine which tends to the realization of 
this ideal is called socialism,

The study of the 
living chemistry both of animals and plants is one obviously fraught with 
great practical importance to mankind, supplying 
them as it does with important drugs, and arming 
him also against possible sources of iliness. We 
need have no fear that the healthful vegetable of 
our tables can produce undesirable results when 
properly cooked. As nobody is likely fo use dis- 
eased potatoes, we escape danger naturally from 
this side of things. But it is just possible that in 
the potato skin we may get an occasional develop- 
ment of solanine which may affect us, although it 
is hard to reconcile this contingency with the fact 
that so many of us consume the potato cooked 
in its jacket. The solution of the mystery, indeed, 
may lie in the occasional development in the potato 
itself of its active principle. 


board of education has accepted the offer of the eib most directly 
interested in this work to send to the newly formed institution 100 grade 
teachers, to be chosen by Mr. Cooley, who will be given a six months’ 
course of instruction.

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FRANCE REFUSES 
GANADA’S CLATM. 
Paris Government Declines to 


Arbitrate the Treaty 
Shore Affair. 


“SCHOOLS GET IN POLITICS. 


Ques- 
tion of Free Books for 


Ottawa. Canada, Nov. 20.—[{Special Corre- 


spondence.|—An apparently authentic report 
on the Newfoundland French shore question 
comes from Paris. It is to the effect that M. 
Deicasse, the French foreign minister, has de- 
cided the question is not a fit subject for 
arbitration for the reason that it involves 
the issue of French sovereignty.” 

The Canadian view is, and always has been, 
that no question of French sovereignty has 
ever been involved. French treaty rights are 
confined solely to the drying and curing of 
fish on the west shore and the construction 
and maintenance of temporary structures for 
that purpose and that purpose only. 

In the exercise of this right, French tempo- 
rary curing stations have in time grown into 
permanent establishments. French people 
located on the shore have extended their 
limits inland. These operations have neces- 
sitated the presence of French officials and 
the exercise of French jurisdiction, and now 
comes this alleged claim of French sov- 
ereignty. 

There is a good deal of impatience in Can- 
ada at the di!atorinese of the British govern- 
ment in dealing with this dangerous ques- 

mon, and a strong disposition in Newfound- 
land to force a settiement by dealing with 
French encroachments with a strong hand 
and take the risk of the consequences, what- 
ever they may be.

Newfoundland’s treaty with the United 
States is denounced! in some quarters as 
“treason.”” It appears Sir Robert Bond's 
organ the Newfoundland prem- 
ler as having gone to Washington to tell the 
American statesman how they could “ get a 
Slap at British connection with Canada 
through the treaty. It will greatly surprise 
Canadians if, when the facts are communt- 
cated to the parliament of Canada, it is not 
found that ne trading advantages have been 


conceded to the United States that are not 


equally secured to the dominion. . 
: New Education Issue. 


A new education issue is to the front and 
will figure largely in the January municipal 
elections. It was formerly an American 
issue, born in Boston in 1871 or thereabouts, 
for free books and supplies. Toronto adopt- 
ed the system ten years ago by a property 
owners’ vote of 12,848 to 7,891. 

The question to be decided was whether 
parents should continue to buy their own 
children’s school books and supplies inde- 
pendently. as at present, or the boards 
ghould buy and distribute the books and 
supplies and assess the parents or the pub- 
lic at large with the cost. The latter course 
was adopted. 

Kingston next voted on the question and 
decided in favor of board control and dis- 
tribution, the parents and not the public at 
large to be assessed. The public school 
boards both at Toronto and Kingston own 

a control the books and supplies and 
‘direct their distribution. 

Ontario already has free schools, or a 

public school education that is practically 


’ free, and now free books and supplies be- 
dome an issue in the municipalities which 


have not yet voted on it. 

In the province of Quebec schools are not 
free, provision for the education of the 
school population is scandalously fnade- 
quate, and a movement for free schools has 
been started. 

In Manitoba and the northwest the school 

question is in a transition state and the 
cause of much heartburning. It is a health- 
ful sign of the times that all over Canada 
the people are waking up to the necessity of 
educational extension and reform. 


Plans for News Exchange. 


Sir Sandford Fleming, the chief promoter 
of the Pacific cable, is advocating a news 
exchange between Australia and . Canada 
in connection with the new cable, which, be- 
ing the joint property of Great Britain, Can- 
ada. and Australia, should, he claims, be 
available for use at rates that will enable 
Canada and Australia to become better ac- 
quainted as to each other's interests and do- 
ings. Under the “ odious monopoly of the 
Hastern Extension Cable company the ex- 
change of news was prohibited by the im- 
position of impossible rates. Sir Sandford 
is a man who wastes few words and pre- 
fers action to talk. He has made up his 
mind to a Canadian-Australlan news ex- 
change, and will, no doubt, get it. The gov- 
ernment of Canada will, it is thought, do all 
in its power to facilitate the project. 


Deer Are More Plentiful. 


, The deer season has closed and has proved 
one of the most successful on record. All 
the large cities in Canada have been abun- 
dantly supplied. In Toronto alone one ex- 
press company has handled over 400 head. It 
ie the unanimous verdict of sportsmen that 
deer are more plentiful than for many years 
and are found in greater abundance near to 

the settlements owing to the protection 
afforded by enforcement of the game laws 
everywhere except in remote places. 

Partridge, however, are becoming scarcer 
owing to the continued illegal traffic for the 
Montreal and American markets. For many 
years the sale of partridge was prohibited, 
and the birds became pientiful. Then fol- 
lowed an open season for the sale of birds. 
and although it lasted for but one year the 
practice of shooting for the market has con- 
tinued. Indeed, it is made a regular business 
of in certain sections, where guns are sup- 
plied to hunters, to be paid for with part- 
ridges, and where peddlers go arouna and 
openly buy up birds for the market.

The arguments will be based on the demur- 
rer filed by the defendants.

PORT BARRIOS, Guatemala, Nov. 16.— 
{[Correspondence.]—Refugees who have ar- 
rived here this week from western Guate- 
mala report a terrible state of affairs as a 
result of the eruption of Santa Maria vol- 
cano. The country for a radius of over thirty 
miles has been made a desolate waste and 
every vestige of life destroyed. The loss of 
life is estimated at over 7,000, the great ma- 
jority of the victims being Indians. 

Ten Indian villages, each with a popula- 
"tion of from 50 to 5,000 inhabitants, were 
wiped out, the rude huts being buried be-

Perfirio Herrera, who owns a valuable cof- 
fee plantation seven miles from the Santa 
Maria volcano, is among the refugees who 
arrived here today and sailed for Nicaragua. 
Sefior Herrera, in an interview discussing the 
situation, said: 

I was in Guatemala City looking after my 
business interests when the terrible eruption 
of Nov. 6 occurred. The shocks from the ex- 
plosions of the voleano were plainly felt in 
the capital, causing great excitement among 
the people. The next day the news of the 
frightful havoc wrought by Santa Maria 
reached the city, and I started at once for my 
plantation. I reached a point four miles 
from my home on Nov. 8, but I was unable 
to go any further on account of the stifling 
fumes and gases from the volcano, which was 
still active and emitting huge columns of 
fire and ashes. 


Finds Plantation Buried. 

“The eruption ceased on the morning of 
Nov. 9, when I ventured to my plantation 
and found it buried beneath ten feet of ashes, 
mud, and sand hurled from the volcano. 
Everything on the place was in ruins. My 
residence was destroyed, and out of 112 la- 
borers employed on the plantation all except 
seven perished. The seven who escaped hap- 
pened to be visiting a farm eight miles fur- 
ther from the voleano that day and when 
they saw the danger took refuge with a lot 
of others in acave. My family was in Guate- 
mala City, and therefore escaped the terrible 
fate which befell those left at home. 

“On the trip to my plantation I passed a 
number of other coffee plantations which had 
shared the same fate as my own. The scene 
along the route was frightful. The dead 
bodies of Indians and animals who had been 
suffocated by the deadly fumes were visible 
everywhere, and the stench was awful. 1 
passed through one Indian village where 
over 350 had perished. All of the bodies had 
their hands to their nostrils, showing plainly 
what caused death. The damage to the 
country is beyond repair.

WHOLESALE FREIGHT ADVANCES 
NOT LIKELY IN WEST. 


Roads in This Section Less Closely 
Allied than the Hastern Lines and 
Many Reasons Exist Why They Will 

. Not Be Able to Advance Charges as 

the Others Have Done—Locates the 

|-Trafie Congestion — New Smoke, 

Consumer for Locomotives. 


Western roads will not be able to make such 
wholesale advances in freight rates as have 
been made by the eastern roads. The reason 
for it is that the eastern roads are more 
clesely allied than the western, and carry 
out their agreements more faithfully. 

The only advance thus far made by thé 
western roads is in rates on grain and grain 
products from Missouri river points, which 
Were raised 2 cents per hundred pounds. This 
in reality is not an advance, but merely a res- 
toration of rates, as these rates had been 
at an unusually low figure, which was put 
in to meet the competition of the guif roads. 
But for the latter agreeing to advance their 
rates from the Missouri river to the gulf 2 
cents per hundred poundd@ the roads east~ 
bound from Kansas City could not have 
made the advance.

depend entirely on the rates made by the 
eastbound roads from Chicago and St. Louis.

Miss Campbell's Opinion. 

Miss Mary R. Campbell, one of the au- 
thorities on child study in Chicago, espe- 
cially with reference to nervous and back- 
ward children, has been to see little Paul, 
attracted to him by the story of his life no 
less than by the desire to look upon his case. 
Miss Campbell has looked upon all sides 
of the question and has summed the matter 

“ As to the case in its beautiful unselfish- 
ness on the part of the foster-parents, I 
never have known anything like it,’’ said 
Mes Campbell. As to the child, my im- 
pression of him is that of a little imprisoned 

soul trying to burst his bonds of helpless- 
ness. One can read in his eyes the gleam 
of a thought and it is pitiful to see him try 
to express it. Even in his defective speech 
he cannot always frame the words in their 
brokenness; under the impulse of his under- 
Standing and his desire to express it nis 
—— and tongue cannot always free the 
words. 

Looking on the case from the necessities 
ofit, I should say that the child needs treat- 
ment most of all. He needs a home if he 
might have it, but this would call for a 
trained nurse to attend him at all times. He 
Reeds to be taught to speak and gradually 
his education should be taker up. For six 
Months or à year, perhaps, I think he might 
left where he is, only that from the start 
the treatment that he needs could not be 
Men to him for less than $15 a week: later, 
Within two or three years, he might require 
the expenditure of $20 to $25 a week in order 
finally to make him the member of society 
that he might be.” | 

Difficulties of the Case.

Thus, 
if the. needs of the foster-father and the lit- 
tle foundling are to be met, it looks as if 
some person or persons would need to as- 
sume out of their means the expense neces-

One friend of THe TRIBUNE, herself the 
mother of an invalid boy, has suggested to 
Tae TrRisuNe the possibility of several ear- 
nest women, actuated by an earnest and 
unselfish charity, taking up the case of little 
Paul, and through pledged contributions for 
& period of years keep him in an atmosphere 
where the greatest good may come to him. 

May Unite to Support Him. 

“With a number of women, for instance, 
pledged to a certain fixed sum payable in in- 
aliments in some bank, where the account 
could be kept on a business basis, we would 
dave the necessary impetus to hold us to the 
gong and earnest task ahead of us. In such 
scombination even $25 a week for ten years 
prouid not be a burden; thousands of men and 
women in Chicago could pay the whole of it 
for that period without feeling the drain. 
But with several earnest persons taking this 
interest, turns could be taken in looking 
er the little one and in supplying him 
with amusement and attentions that an in- 
stitution alone would find impossible to do.

Invents Wetch Mechanisms.

HE woman in politics has been given 
another fair trial and the jury is divid. 

The 
conditions under which the woman has 
been tried were entirely different from 

any before presented, and the effect of her 
part in it upon the results has also been 
different.

women may vote on almost every issue and 
where almost every woman has taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered her.

The women voted for 

both sides, and the advocate of narrowness | 
in political matters says: “The woman 

yoter has proved a failure; the campaign, her 

first real experience in political turmoil and 

gtrife, has developed spite, narrowness, ani- . 
mosity, deceit, that prove that the woman 

in. politics can. be, and is, under similar cir- 

cumstances, just as small as the man. 


Acted as if They Were Men. 

The facts show that the women did an im- 
Mense amount of preluminary work in the 
campaign in the way of organizing clubs 
and stirring up the women voters to a sense 
ef the importance of the baliot. With no 
gtrictly female measures to advocate for 
themselves, they were more closely allied 
With the ordinary male organizations of po}- 
Mes and worked over the same fields and 
With practically the same methods. 

In all the principal towns of Colorado the 
Women had political organizations. The 
Woman's Republican League of Colorado 
Bad headquarters with the state republican 
gommittee in Denver and the Democratic 
Federation of Women’s Clubs had its work- 
ing bureau with that of the democratic state 
pommiitee. Both organizations had branch- 
e scattered broadcast and worked hard and 


Has Taught Them Toleration. 


The men who were active in campaign 
Work say they were greatly aided by the 
women, and one of Colorado's leading club 
women says regarding woman's work in the 
campaign : 

“Suffrage has done more than any one 
thing to teach women toleration; in short, 
o broaden them. The time has 
when the woman who differs from me in 
the way 1 bring up my children, who bakes‘ 
johnny-cake by a different recipe, and goes 
to a different church, cannot be my most 
intimate friend; we may meet at the club 
and discuss with enthusiasm the pros and 
cons of questions of vital importance and 
hopelessly disagree, but we continue to 
move in the same society, attend the same 
receptions, return calls, and have earned 
that differences of opinion are good things 
to have. 

The independent and sometimes contra- 
Gictory disposition of the woman voter has 
been amply demonstrated in many cases, 
but the tendency to vote upon judgment 
instead of from impulse is developing rap- 
in all communities. 

One of the serious drawbacks to women's 
@rganizations has been the disposition to 
bolt, Faction after faction has dropped out 
and started anew. This is not done so much 
now as it was, and in the last election it 
Was observable only in a greatly dimin- 
ished degree. 

Tie women are acquiring a broader com- 
Pehension of policies and matters of more 
tian local scope, although it is admitted 
‘that personal popularity among women 
eanCidates is even a more potent factor 
it ig among men. 


Petsonal Element Largely Prominent. 

The personal element in feminine politics 
was clearly brought out in the race for state 
superintendent of public schools, a place held 
for the last two terms by a woman, Mrs. 
Helen Loring Grenfell. Miss Emma M. He- 
rey, superintendent of Arapahoe county, as- 
pired to the nomination on the democratic 
ticket in place of Mrs. Grenfell. Both candi- 
Gates had large and active followings, and it 
did not take long for the campaign to warm 
up toa high pitch. Mrs. Grenfell’s followers 
stood firmly for their candidate upon her 
Tecord, and the theory that unless she was 
unfit for the post there should be no change. 
Miss Herey’s followers fought for the nom- 
ination, and even bolted the nominating con- 
vention in their devotion to their choice. 
Miss Herey, however, proved an abler politi- 
clan, and when she realized she was beaten 
for the nomination she carried her entire 
= over to the standard of Mrs. Gren-

In founding the town Mr. Nelson bought

a dancing hall, a skating pond, and many 
other forms of amusement and intellectual 
entertainment. There are always monthly 
lectures by some notable scholar for the old 
people, while the young folks attend dances 
in the winter and get up picnics in summer. 
Seldom do they associate with people out- 
side of their own community. The resi- 
dents of Le Claire all seem well pleased with 
their own crowd. Strangers are nearly al- 
ways, intruders, especially those who wish 
to attend their social entertainments. 


Town Paints Private Houses. 


By common consent of, the profit sharers, 
a great portion of the earnings of the factory 
are now being used to beautify the town.“ 
The houses are all being repainted out. of the 
common fund. It sounds odd to the out-

While Mr. Nelson is an eccentric million- 
aire, his cup of human kindness is always 
overfiowing.

He quits the city early every day to 
return to happy and peaceful existence at 
spacious but plain home in the town that 
rrounds his works. He is the leader in 
everything, but he wields no power, for he 
claims that all are equal. BX. 

Mr. Nelson has original ideas upon the in- 
dustrial problems that are bobbing up every 
day. He has employed hundreds of men for 
years and has never hadastrike. He says: 

The public utilities upon which every- 
body’s convenience, and, we may say life, de- 
pends, should not be open to labor difficulties. 
They should be owned and controlled by the 
public. Under present industrial conditions 
any private capitalist can recognize the 
rights of labor by sharing profits with them. 


This has been done by myself for sixteen 


years. Union wages are paid, then interest 
on capital, and the remainder is divided in a 
fixed proportion between wage earner and 
employer. A majority of the employésin my 
shops are shareholders, and the intention is

control. The employés manage my place even 
now.

COLLARS AND CUFFS 
MADE IN NEW YORK 


N no industry other than natural industry 

has one state so completely a monopoly 

as New York has in the collar and cuff 

manufacture. Of fifty-seven , establish- 

ments in the country that state’ has 
fifty-three. It is safe to assume that at least 
nineteen out of twenty collars that are worn 
are made in New York state. 

There is certain amount of justice in the 
situation. New Tork was the birthplace of 
the detachable collar. The wife of a black- 
smith first hit on the idea of making separate 
Separate cuffs arc a later develop- 

A New York minister took.up:thg idea of the 
blacksmith’s wife and began the first manu- 
facture of collars. He was the Rev. Ebenezer 
Brown, a retired Methodist clergyman. 

The collars were tied around the neck of 
the wearer with tape string. and were com- 
monly referred to.as string collars... They 
were of two ply heavy linen and were sup- 
ported by haircloth stocks buckled at the 
back of the neck. Their popularity, grew 
apace, and soon business men saw the pos- 
sibilities in the new custom and the manu- 
facture started ona large scale. 

In 1843 the ‘first establishment. fer the 
manufacture was opened and the proprietor 
added shirt bosoms to his line. The following 
year another concern started in business, and 
this man went a‘step farther and added a 
laundry, the operation of which had a stimu- 
lating effect.on’ the business. 

Since that time New York has held control 
of the industry and only four manufactories 
are located outside that state. Of the 818. 
500,000 of products from the’ collar and cuff 
factories, New York has all but 868.000. Of 
the number of people employed in the buai- 
ness, New York has all but 180 of the 18,419. 

In the industry $10,000,000 of capital is in- 
vested, and it is all in New York except 


It is a remarkablé record in such an in- 
dustry as the making of such a simple article 
of wear, The making of the turn down col- 
lar is the most complex part of the business. 
It consists of. two parts, the top, and the 
band, and the band is made up ot three 
pieces. In some factories each of these 
pieces is cut by stamping dies. The button- 
holes are the last things made, and the collar 
is complete except for the laundry work. 

Many of the larger factories operate laun- 
dries in connection with their establishments, 
but others prefer to send their work to out- 
side establishments.

Bell, Gill, and myeelf went down 
into the Emerson stope, where the thieves 
had first been seen, and found they had un- 
covered a couple of inches of ore and there 
was about half a ton of rich syivanite that 
averaged about $8 a pound.

Perhaps when you 

have thought of this the coal heaver 

has been sitting obstinately in front of 

the trolley car, holding his three horse team 

to the rails in a manner causing you to think 
something else altogether. 

But when a man has to take care of three 
or four horses, getting out at 6 o’clockin the 
morning and frequently knocking off work at 
11 o'clock in the evening after having scooped 
from twelve to thirty-six tons of coal on and 
off his wagon—— 

Well, if the lumps really were diamonds at 
first water prices, doesn't it look as ff the 
coal hea ver had another thought or two com- 
ing to him from the public? _—- 
, The coal heaver is a type in the cosmopoli- 

tan makeup of Chicago. People in a hurry 
to get downtown by the surface lines never 
have given him his due. Gripmen and mo- 
tormen and conductors have applied adjec- 
tives endugh to him, but they have never 
touched him.

Three Loads a Day. 


In general a driver of a coal wagon in 
Chicage is expected to make three loads a 
day; some days he has to hustle in order to 
make one lead. and on other days that are 
seventeen hours long he may make five ads. 

Personally, the coal heaver averages up as 
a decidedly handy man in ascrap. He has 
not only a reach. but lumpy muscles “re piled 
over his arms. and a chest that w i make 
& college yell sore for days bulges out in a 
way suggestive of a center rush that would 
bring the greater part of the field with it. 
He has a disposition to be Irish. Frequently 
he is black by birth as wel) as by trade. He 
is seldom German, for as between hard coal 
at 815 a ton and beer at $3a keg, the German 
prefers to haul beer. 

The work of the coal heaver consists in 
driving up to a car in the yards, see-saw- 
ing his horses back and forth half a dozen 
times to get the wagon in position, and then 
shoveling into the wagon from the car until 
he has a load rariging from five to eight tons, 
Wagon and all.

There are sections of Chicago, and large sec- 
tions, too, where if it were not for the street 


car rails it would be impossible for heavy 


loads of goods to be carted inte them. In 


wet weather there are miles of streets with 
no bottom to them and only that the coal 
hauler may take advantage of the street 
railway tracks and stick to them till a chance 
comes for him to turn out with safety there 
would be a sharper difference in the price of 
coal in the yards and in the basements of 


the consumer. 

As it is, the coal heaver gets $3 a day for his 
work, the day being of shifting lengths. The 
care of the horses falle upon the driver. They 
must have been fed, curried, watered, and 
harnessed by 6 o’clock in the morning. These 
horses must be of heavy breeds, and in the 
care of them their size and weight make a 
considerable difference. They are for 
the most part slow and heavy on 
their feet and where a coal heaver occa- 
sionally shows his impatience and temper 
with his team the layman may reason with 
some degree of resignation that horses of the 
caliber are not acute sufferers from slight 
things. |

Rough on the Horses. 


With the horses and the wagon, however, 
the- wear is marked. The lives of the ani- 
mals and of the vehicle are short, and the 
wear on the horses’ shoes is worse than 
all. A set of shoes. put on today may be 
worn out in three weeks, or two of them 
may be torn off in a wedge of rails before 
they have been on twenty-four hours. 

Broken axles and wagon boxes split asun- 
der are the accidents most to be expected 
by the drivers of coal wagons. Cold weath- 
er makes axles especially subject to 
snapping in the frosty streets, and it is then 
that the “‘hurry wagons” of the surface 


there. He has a frame to 
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screws and the extra wheel. If only a 
wheel is crushed down on the track the job 
of clearing the track is short; if the axle 
is snapped off the work is more tedious. In 
any case, there is extra work for the driver, 
as he has to shovel up the spilled coal into 
his own or another wagon that has been 
sent to his relief. . 
In spite of all the wrappings that a driv 
may put on in the severest of winter weath- 
er he suffers from cold, often freezing his 
toes, or his ears, or his fingers. Warming 
up from loading or unloading, the drive that 
follows immediately makes the damp cloth-

In summer the dust that clegs his pores 
makes the heat more oppressive than it 
otherwise would be, and washing in work- 
ing hours is almost Impossible. : 

The largest coal yard in Chiea@go is in the 
vicinity of Fifteenth and State streets, where 
only soft coals are handled, bu! where 
teams are jammed from morning till night 
almost the year through.

Latest News About Beasts 


SECTION of the largest animal that 
ever lived at any time in any part of 
the known world is now in the Field 
Columbian museum in Chicago. This 
section is the thigh bone of a camara- 

saurus, and from it the scientists have de- 


‘Yeloped practically the entire structure of 


the huge beast. The palm for size is awarded 
to the camarasaurus femur by Frederic A. 
Lucas of the United States National 
Museum in his latest book on “Animals Be- 
fore Man in North America (Appleton), 
Which tells of their lives and their times in 


ds clear a way as can well be done with the 


limited data accessible. 

This comparatively modern fragment at 
the Ficld museum is about 6 feet and 8 inches 
long and weighs in its fossilized condition 875 
Pounds.. 

Ranking next in size comes the diplodocus, 
of which almost complete skeletons have 

secured. This antmal or reptile is a 
tine over 60 feet long and stands 12 feet 
high just over the hips, where the animal 
Was the tallest. 

These two monsters set the extreme limit 
for size in the animal world, and finally ex- 
Node all the stories of huge snakes and 
beasts 100 or more feetinlength. According 
tothe records in the stones they never existed 
Weept in imagination. A really commend- 
Sble feature about these prehistoric beasts 
Was that they never stopped growing until 
died and it is well established that they

Weeks, the father of Dr. Jerome Weeks, and 
the grandfather of Eugene Weeks, the 
latter says that the story is true. If is re- 
lated that one time there arose a dispute be- 
tween two men as to whether an old fash- 
ioned iron axle or new style skein would 
run the easier. It was decided to leave the 
matter to Joshua Weeks, who was too con- 
trary to favor the idea of any one on earth. 
The old man took off his hat, scratched his 
head, and then blurted out, There's no 
d-—n use in a wagon having an axle any- 
way.” In after years the old mam was 
left alone with his daughter, Jane Weeks, 
who faithfully kept house for him. Jane 
Weeks got a school and built a small house 
near the schoolhouse, and wanted her father 
to move there with her—it was only two 
miles up the river. But the old man wouldn't 
budge. Jane went off and left the old man 
at the old home, saying to him: Well, 
father, you know your stall; when you get 
ready to come to it it will be ready for you.“ 
This is the only time thet Uncle Joshua 
was known to cave. He finally hunted up 
the stall and there he fed and finally died.

But 
when it comes to the murder, where a whole 
family may be made dependent upon the 
state; when it comes to embezzlement, where 
thousands are despotied of the savings of 
years; when measures for the prevention of 
dishonesty are enforced in the tens of thou-

False Reports of Thefts. 


Certain reservations must be made in the 
reported cost of some of the crimes of the 
calendar. For instance, a person reports 
the loss of family diamonds valued at $57,000, 
while the sworn return to the assessor shows 
that the family’s members never had even a 
scarfpin among them. The father shows 
the reporter just where the burglar went in, 
and the reporter writes of the exact spot 
where the diamonds went out. But the old 
policeman would not add this amount into 
the city’s aggregate loss by theft. He would 
not even hurry in his rounds of the pawn 
shops. As a matter of fact, it is the acme 
of absurdity and injustice to send « police 
officer on the hunt of stolen jewels never re- 
ported to the assessor, and no one realizes 
the fact more readily than does the police- 
Man. 

However, crime in Chicago must continue 
to be one of the city’s greatest sources of em 
pense. It may have its economic value in 
the eye of sage and philosopher, but to the 
taxpayer and honest citizen it ts 4 proposi- 
tion which does not appeal to him as to the 
economist. If John Joneston comes from 
Ruralville, goes on a little “ whirl” into the 
gayeties of city life, and has his pockets 
picked in a place which does not look well in 
print, what is easier than for John to butt 
into a brick wall with the side of his head, 
and then, bruised and bleeding, to appear at 
a police station reporting a holdup? To John 
the unrealities of police protection are bet- 
ter than the other kind, and to him the Chi- 

_ cago force and its newspapers are a godsend. 

But to the taxpayer and to the man who 
would like to go out at night without being 
scared stig at a shadow on a corner.

Little Change in Present ‘Styles to 
ey Expected During This 
Generation, 


editor of a London periodical de- 
voted to men’s clothes and considering 
ftself an authority on that subject 
lectured upon it a week or two ago 
in the British capital and he laid down 
this dictuth: “‘ We have. reached finality as 
Yar as the dress of the English gentleman is 
concerned. The trousers’ of today will not 
only be the trousers of the next fifty or sixty 
Years but the next million, and the Chester- 
field is the permanent coat.

- Now, trousers as an institution are 100 
years old this year, a fact already heralded 
far and wide, and the trousers of this year’s 
ion are not precisely like the trousers 
Of last year. For that matter, neither are 
‘the coats, and there are some new things 
‘In waistcoats. 
So the statement of the Landen tallor who 
has stepped upon the stool of authority must 
not be accepted literally. Nevertheless, the 
‘greater number of tailors in this city whose 
rules are law in the field of men’s fashions 
in New York agree, according to the Sun, 
that, stripped of its frills of exaggeration,

Tailors. Who Set Fashions.

At was a Fifth avenue tailor not far away 
From the Waldorf, whose establishment is 
nde flight up but whose prices are much 
higher, who was first approached. Said he: 

Men's attire has reached a stage where 
11 is free from extravagances and combines 
‘elegance with comfort to an extent that per- 
haps it has never done before. But to say 
“that it will. not change in ten years or in 
Gfty absurd. 

Fashion always has demanded changes 
and always will. It is true that the gar- 
ments which now are standards have lasted 
& long hlle, but ‘the changes in them have 
~ Deen great and they will continue to be so 
not from year to year, perhaps, but in the 
mam of several years. Changes in styles 
‘come gradually, but they come. 

To take a little instance. Wheh. I was 
a boy more than twenty years ago my father 
used to take me to a fashionable shop in 
Union square for my clothés and sometimes 
‘the mew trousers he bought for me from 
being piled with other trousers upon them 
would show. a crease down the center. Now 


I hated to put those trousers on because 1 


,Was afraid that the crease made them look 
‘as if they were ready made. So did other 
boye and so did men. And now we cultivate 
that crease to make trousers look new, and 
When it isn't there we have it pressed in. 


- Fluctuations in Trousers. 
That's only an instance. Trousers were 
, tight then. Twenty years before that they 

were tighter. 
There was a celebrated French nobleman 
who used to put his on in this way: Two 
valets held the trousers open at the proper 
‘Height; the other two, who were always 
tall and powerful men, raised the nobleman 
and lowered him gradually into the garment, 
‘while the other worked the legs into place 
til they fitted like a second skin. How he 
sat down in em, goodness only knows. 
„ “J didn't expect, in my time, at any rate, 
to see trousers get back to that extreme. In 
that respect the Englishman who in 
London is right. 


There was another and equally select tai- 


lor only a few doors away from the avenue, 
in a street not far away.

“Then frock coats have ‘been long and 
short alternately; and the waists have been 
high and ‘ow, and I suppose these things 
will continue to vary a little bit. Sack coats 
will have loose backsor fitted backs, one year 
one way and the next another. 

But these things are not great changes. 
Tou see, most men in this country engage 
im business of some kind and their tastes 
incline to the sensible in clothes. It is the 
Aim of the great majority of them, and the 
majority. rules in fashions, to be quietly, 
comfortably, and inconspicuously dressed, 
and the present styles admirably fulfill these 
requirements.” 

Cost of Being Well Dressed. 

It may be interesting to many people to 
learn on the best authority how many gar- 
ments a man of fashion needs to be well 
dressed, and what, if he has them made by 
a tailor of the best reputation, this outfit of 
clothes will cost him in the course of a year. 

It was the consensus of opinion of the au- 
thorities above quoted that a man may be 
well dressed, if he is economically inclired, 
on an average expenditure of from 2650 to 
$800 a year for clothes alone. In hats, shoes, 
dinens, scarfs, gloves, and other smal! neces- 
earies he should spendabout $500 a year more. 
(This will not permit him to go to the swellest 
tallor, but to simply an excellent tailor. If 
he would patronize the atelier of swelldom 


and Keep up its reputation he must spend; 


61800 a year for his clothes alone. For this 
She will get ten suits, three overcoats, and a 
‘few extra pairs of trousers and waistcoats. 
ne is interested in any sports, in riding, 
golfing, yachting, or anything of that kind, 
and would be sultably attired: for these, he 
must pay extra for those suits. 

The tallors who are merely fashionable 
agree that the man who would be well 

éressed may do it on an outfit of seven or 
eight sis, spending, say $1,000 the first year 
and $400 A year for two succeeding years, and

amuse the older folk. It is one of the oddi- 
ties of his rudiments of mind. 

But science, as developed by the recent 
gtudies of Prof. Theodore Ribot of the Col- 
lege of France, puts baby’s imagination et 
the pinnacle of his microscopic faculties, = 


. cording it the serious honor of being 
‘Joftiest manifestation of his mind. 


The child’s imagination is his master 
faculty and the highest form of the child's 
intellectual development. It works in two 
directions. In the principal one it creates 
games, invents romances, and makes lan- 
guage. In the secondary form it contains a 
germ of thought and ventures chimerical ex- 


planattons of the world which cannot be 


understood or conceived as it is. 
In the earliest stages imagination is passive 
and gradually passes to the active form. It 


: has illusions, but it does not create. It sees a 


variety of hybrid forms that are built out of 


memory. 
A child sees the branch of a tree and thinks 


it is a serpent, or thinks some far away noise 
is band music. 


Gives Life to Everything. 
In the second stage the imagination is true 


fmagination, and creates by giving life to 
everything. The child's mind is then much 


lune that of the savage when he creates 


myths, and gods, and sundry living, think- 
ing creatures out of the lifeless or unreagon- 
ing nature about him. Everything has life, 
and even personality, in inventions that are 


long or short, rich or meager, according to 


the imaginative faculties of the child. The 
ways of the child with dolls is one of the 
commonest and best examples, because it is 
so universal. The dolls are surrounded with 
little human worlds through the racy con- 
coctions of their imaginative owners. 

There is a verified tale of a child who was 
much enamored of the letter W, and ad- 
dressed it with the utmost tenderness as 
“Dear Old Boy W.“ Another small chap of 


. years old, while tracing the letter L,. added 


a little hook by mistake, and, instantly des- 
crying its resemblance to a person seated, 
ctied out: O, see; he has sat down!” 

One day he printed a‘capital F upside 
down. Noticing. the mistake, he placed an- 
other at its left side top side up, and imme- 
Giately exclaimed: ‘“ They're talking to- 
gether!”

any children think of lifeless objects as ‘ 


living people. One little boy was moved 
with compassion at the sad estate of the 
stones lying along the way, because they 


“were doomed forever to stay at the same 


place and always be obliged to see the same 


things. Overcome with pity, he picked some 


up and carried them to the other end of the 
road, where they could enjoy the novelty 
of a new spectacle. 

In this strange mental state imagination 
makes its début. The first element is a fixed 
idea, or, rather, image, or a group of im- 
ages, which fill the mind so as to exclude 
everything else. It is similar to the condi- 
tion of the hypnotized person, with this ex- 
eeption, that the suggestion does not come 
from without, but from within, the child 
himself; it is auto-suggestive. The stick 
which he holds between his legs becomes an 
imaginary horse. This is because of the 
poverty of his mental development, which 
places the stick in a field of his conscious: 
ness which has already been traversed. 
The invention is supported by a reality 
which envelops ft. This is an important 
detail to notice, because the reality, how- 
ever small, confers objectivity to the im- 
Aginary creation and embodies it in the 
outer. worid. The mechanism is similar to 
that of Ilusion, but with this feature of 
stability that presents rectification: The 
child transforms a bit of wood or cardboard 
into another himself, because he does not 
perceive that the phantom he has created— 
that is, the images which haunt his brain— 
are not supported by substance. 

Due Chiefly to Faith. 
Finally this power of creation which in- 
vests every image with the attribute of real- 
ity is derived from a fundamental fact. It 
is faith, the adhesion of the mind to certain 
purely subjective conditions. When a grown 
E Imagines something he seeks to test 
it. The child does not. 

Still it is a question whether the child is 
aways the dupe of his imagination. The 
child that sits upon his stick horse—does he 
absolutely identify the stick asa horse? The 
child, as is related, who showed his doll some 
pictures for the doll to make a selection—is 
she quite duped? It seems that there is an 
termittence, an alteration between perfect 
faith and doubt. On the one hand the child 
is always displeased by the raillery of the 
skeptic; it seems like some one demolishing 
the faith of a devout believer. On the other 
hand the doubt must have arisen in the 
child’s mind else there would have been no 
connection. 

The third stage is the stage of games. As 
a form it is developed in animals, but in 
children it becomes more complex and is 
intellectualized. It is not merely a combina- 
tion of movements, but also a combination 
of images. The game serves two ends. 
First, to experiment. As such it is an intro- 
duction to knowledge; it offers some vague 
notions upon the nature of things, Second. 
* create, which is its main function. 


Romantic Inventions. 


In the fourth stage appear the romantic 
inventions, which require a more refined 
cultivation. They are creations partly from 
within, and entirely of images. 
This stage dawns upon the child mind at 
about: the age of 3 or 4 years. Every one 
knows the fondness of Httle people for his- 
tories, and legends, and fairy tales of every 
kind, which they have repeated again and 
again to a point of satiety. In this they 
resemble half civilized people, who listen 
greedily for hours to their rhapsodies, ex- 
periencing all the emotions appropriate to 
the incidents of the recitation.

Sometimes the invention is less realistic. 
One child of 3 years of age often wishes 
to live like a fish in the water, or like a star 
in the sky. Another. 3 years and.9 months, 
having found a stone pierced with a hole, in- 
vented a tale of fairier: The hole was a beau- 
tiful room inhabited by brillant and myste- 
on persons, etc.

Forecasts Superior Mind. 


This form of imagination is not so com- 


mon as the others. It belongs to those who 


by nature are well endowed.. It presages a 
development of mind superior to the ordi- 
nary. It may even be the mark of an em- 
bryonic vocation and indicate in what direc- 


tion the creative work will occur. 


Imagination plays a role in language by the 
intervention of analogy, an abundant source 
of metaphors, which are sometimes pic- 
turesque. One child called the mouth of a 
bottie the “door.”

His 
father and mother try often to induce him 
to break his long silence, but all they ever 
get is a shake of the head and a sorrow- 
ful look from their now gray haired and worn 
looking son.

It is the impression among those who have 
known Jerry Miller since the day his father 
gave him the thrashing that he could not 
now speak if he would, as the long years of 
silence have probably rendered his tongue 
helpless from disuse.

largest school in America. With an annua! at- 
tendance of 4,000 children, St. Stanislaus Kostka 
school at Noble and Ingraham streets has a 
present enrollment of 8,800 pupils in its five 
grades, having taken in 900 new pupils on the 
opening of the falbterm, and having in prepara- 
tion the graduation of 750 pupils at the close 
of school next May. Children in thousands are common 
enough in the great cities, as spoken of with reference to pub- 
lic and private schools in the aggregate; but for an individual 
school so large that an hour must be spent in dismissing it 
in order that the streets outside may not be congested be- 


yond the possibility of traffic becomes a new phase of the 


education problem. Forty-two of the sisters of Notre Dame 
are employed in the school and four lay teachers, a total of 
sarees six teachers for the forty-six rooms, averaging about 
eighty-two pupils to a room. 
St. Stanislaus Kostka school is in the most densely popu- 
lated section of Chieago. It ie in close physical and spiritual 
touch with &t. Stanislaus Kostka church, which has a parish 
population of 5,000 families, averaging five children to each 
family. In this parish the school draws from a district 
bounded on the north by rie street, on the east by the river, 
on the west by Ashland avenue, and on the south by (lybourn 


place. The parish boundaries are North avenue on the north, 


the eastern mits of Goose island on the east, Augusta street 
on the south, and Ashland avenue on the west. For this whole 
parish St. Stanislaus school is supplemented by Trinity school 
at Noble street and Milwaukee avenue, ‘with its 1,500 pupils; 
the Sisters of Nazareth school, with 300 girls; and the St. 
Stanislaus Kostka college, with 150 young men in it who are 
taking both classic and commercial courses. 
Remarkable in Many Ways. 

It is in St. Stanislaus Kostka school, however, that the ele- 
ment of numbers makes it remarkable. The whole atmosphere 
of school, church, and neighborhood is striking. The church, 
with its tremendous twin spires, the second largest bell in

Working a great civilizing effect in the community. In 


many cases the school is the day home of the children, while 
the mother and the father, and perhaps the older brothers 
and sisters, are out earning a living for the household. Pov- 
erty, in a rélative sense at the least, is at the base of the 
school; there are no wealthy persons in the district and, on 
the other hand, there are many of who are in poverty— 
poverty so dire that the parish ge must provide the chil- 


‘dren of these poor with both Instruction and books free of 
‘cost. Taking a child at 5 years and keeping it at its books 
until it has passed the fifth grade at the ag 


of 18 years, the 
long daily session of the school leaves the little ones in the 
charge of the sisters for a maximum time. And in the school 


the methods are such as to bring the children into a rational 


control. 

For instance, the entrance of a visitor into one of the class- 
rooms, no matter what its grade, brings the school instantly 
upon its feet, and in Polish the old Pollen _wreeting is recited 
in concert by the bright faced youngsters: ‘‘ Praise be to the 
Lord, good morning,” or good evening as the time may be.

Problem of Handling Pupils. 


Dealing with the school on the main feature of its bigness, 


the problem of handling the pupils that arg to come into it 


becomes serious out of all proportion to the accepted ideas of 
the general public. The school was founded in 1800 by three 
sisters of Notre Dame who came to the neighborhood from 
Milwaukee. The parish at the time had only thrity-five fam- 
ilies of Polish nationality, but both church and school grew 
rapidly. The present church dates from 1877, while the school 


‘buildings have been erected from time to time, the newest of 
them having been converted from a big society hall into 


twenty-two rooms. | 
These buildings are clustered around a central court that 
is 120x400 feet, and it ig in these close quarters that the 3,800 


pupils of the school take their morning and afternoon exer- 


cises. Bo great is the pressure on these grounds that it re- 
quires nearly an hour and a half for the children to get their 
recess. Room at a time, the little ones are dismissed for a 
round of drillingtin the playground, the teacher accompany- 
ing them.

Even in the assembling of the school the question of not 
overcrowding the contiguous streets is important. At 6:30 
o'clock in the mornitg there are teachers in the schoo] in 
readiness to receive children; at 7 o’clock the little ones are 


assembled in the rooms, and at 7:30 o’clock the teachers take 


up the march to the church, each room marching in a division, 
the children knowing the exact position which each room takes 
in the building. They fill both the upper and the lower part 
vf the church, and a double service is necessary in order to 
return the children in time to the classrooms. Recreation 
time is between 9:30 and 10:45 o'clock in the morning, and in 


the afternoon, between 8 and 4 o'clock, this hour id necessary 
in which to march the pupils clear of the grounds. 
* Go to Work at Early Age. 


As a rule the Polish parents are agreed upon the necessity 
of education. Under the state law the prohibition of employ- 
ment for a child under 14 years has been taken up by the 
church. As a further safeguard of the education of the chil- 


dren, the church does not confirm the child until it is 13 years 


old, and in the eye of the church the place for the child up to 
the legal age of employment is in the school. This stand of 
the church has relieved many parents of the temptation of 
making affidavit'that a child under 14 years old was privileged 
under the law to go to work. In the main, these children have 
to go out to work as breadwinners after leaving the fifth 
grade. This grade ranks with the sixth grade of the public 
schools, however, and in the meantime the school Is prepar- 

ing to add two more grades unto itself, raising. the standard 
of its graduates until they will be able to pass at once into

In September 900 first year pupils entered St. Stanislaus 
Kostka school, nearly every one of these children having 
knowledge of the Polish language only, For the first two 
years they are kept until the Christmas holidays in the study 
of Polish, after that season taking up English. In the three 
other grades the course carries Polish and English along to 
gether, Polish being taught-as to history and Polish litera 
ture, through the rest of the course English being the tongue 


and text of instruction. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the residents of the section 
are poor, they bear their burdens of taxation for state, county, 
and municipal purposes, one of these purposes being for the 
maintenance of the public schools; and yet the 3,800 pupily 
of the St. Stanislaus Kostka school pay $5 each a year for the 
instruction in this school, If more than two children attend 
from one family, however, there is no charge above the 
for the first two. 

Something of the manner in which the children of the 
school are trained to obedience may be gathered from an 
experience of the school in a picnic several years ago. Twen- 
ty-five hundred pupils were listed for it and the move to the 
grove was over the surface lines of street railway. At that 
time the tracks were in bad condition, and in the hurry of 
transporting them half a dozen cars jumped the tracks in as 
many places, shaking up the little ones, but in no tnstance 
did anything approaching a stampede occur. The Rey. Andrew 
Spetz, financial agent of the church and school, shipped the 
children from the school end of the line without @ mishap or
